New Species Of 
Fish Discovered 
In Md. Rivers 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources DNR 
Secretary Torrey C Brown, 
MOD. has announced that a 
Western Maryland iclihiyolo- 
gist (fish hiologist: has found 
what appears to he a 
previously unknown fish 
hving in Antietani Creek and 
three other rivers in Western 
Maryland. The findings have 
been submitted to the 
seventifie journal "Copeia.” 

Noting that there are 
only a handful of new fish 
found around the world 
every year, Governor 
William Donald Schaefer 
said, "It is an exciting 
discovery, and | am pleased 
that it was made by 
scientists from one of our 
fine state colleges and 
universities ” 

Dr. Rich Raesly, a 
professor at Frostburg State 
Iniversity (FSU), and 
colleague Ronald Gregg 
started studying the fish, a 
type of sculpm, two years 
ago to try to determine 
whether it was a new 
Species. Since that time thev, 
along with FSU student 
David Neely, have been 

conducting research funded 
in part by DNR’s Natural 
Heritage Program, to learn 
more about the fish and its 
habitat 

Evidence of its unique- 
nese comes from both 
genetics studies and external 
appearances. The fish has 
different tooth patterns, fin 
stricture, and sensory organ 
patterns on its skin com- 
pared to other sculpins. The 
genetics work shows the fish 
has at least three differences 
from its nearest relative, the 
Potomac sculpin.

The new fish will not be 
named until the publication 
of Dr. Raesly’s article and 
review by other experts in 
the field. 

Like other sculpins, this 
fish is sedentary and uses its 
flat shape to hug the river 
bottom. "An individual might 
spend its entire life in a few 
square meters,” Dr. Raesly 
said. 

Although the fish is abun- 
dant in a few spots, there 
are hundreds of miles of 
uninhabited river between 
its locations on Antietam 
Creek, Conococheague 
Creek. the South Branch of 
the Potomac and the Shen- 
andoah River. Because popu- 
lations are so isolated, often 
in cool, clean spring tributar- 
ies, they are vulnerable to 
pollution and the impacts of 
development, and are unhke- 
ly to recolonize a site once

wiped out. Animals with 
such spotty population pat- 
terns have greater odds ot 
being eliminated, as illustrat- 
ed by the recent loss of the 
Maryland Darter. 

It is those same popula- 
tion patterns that offer what 
Dr. Raesly believes is an 
interesting line of further 
research. Each group of fish 
is a separate reproductive 
population, which mirrors 
what is happening, due to 
loss of contiguous habitat, to 
many other species around 
the world. He hopes to study 
the impact of that popula- 
tion fragmentation on the 
genetic variation of this new 
fish. The study may offer 
insights into the likelihood of 
its survival and the potential 
consequences of range frag- 
mentation on other species

The Potomac Edison 
Company. AES Warrior Run, 
Inc., Eastaleo Aluminum, 
Westvaco, the Maryland 
Office of People’s Counsel, 
and the staff of the Mary- 
land Public Service Commis- 
sion on Friday submitted for 
approval by the Maryland 
Public Service Commission a 
settlement agreement con- 
cerning a proposed coal-fired 
generating plant to be con- 
structed in Cumberland. The 
in-service date of the AES 
plant, which would sell elec- 
tricity to Potomac Edison, 
would be delayed until Octo- 
ber 1999 from an original 
planned start-up date of 
October 1995. 

According to Potomac 
Edison President Alan J 
Noia. the agreement reached 
between the parties is “a 
good deal" for all concerned. 

“Parties in this case 
worked together to arrive at 
an agreement that offers 
benefits to all.” Noia_ said. 
‘We are pleased that the 
plant will now begin provid- 
ing electricity to Potomac 
Edison and its customers at 
a time which more closely 
meets our future generation 
plans. In return for the 
delay, which should result in 
savings to customers of $150 
million over the 30-year 
contract term, there may be 
a slight increase in the pro- 
ject’s capacity cost we will 
pay for the purchased elec- 
tricity This will help to 
ensure that the project re- 
mains viable through the 4- 
year delay of the project 

"Although under the new 
agreement there may he a 
shght increase in the cost 
per kilowatt hour Potomac 
Edison will pay when the 
plant comes on line, the 
millions of dollars our cus- 
tomers should save because 
of the delay will more than 
compensate for this Poto- 
mac Edison, its customers 
and AES will share a reason- 
able risk for protecting the 
project because of the elfects 
that inflation and possible 
changes in financing could 
have on the fiituire success of 
the plant.” Noia said

Background scripture: 
John 9 
Devotional Reading: 
John 848-59 
I never realized that John 9 
la composed of so many ques 
tions--twelve of then, T count, 
in all. Some of them are vital 
queationa to which ail of us can 
relate 
For example. the firatone to 
Jesus: “Rabbi, who sinned, thie 
nianor his parents, that he was 
born blind?* (9:2). That is the 
kind of question we still ask 
today: what is the meaning of 
human suffering? Like his own 
disciples and the Pharisees, 
many of us try to find the an- 
swer in sin And it is true that 
olten, when we do something 
wrong, someone is going to suf- 
fer for it’ But, as in the boak of 
Job. we find that suffering 18 
not always attributable to sin; 
so Jesus refuses to speculate 
Instead, he says, this is an op 
portunity for God to do some- 
thing wonderful Sometimes | 
can understand suffering in a 
specific situation, but other 
tines ]can find no reason at all 
When I reach that blind alley, it 
is Lime for me Lo aay italead, 
“Tlere is an opportunity for God 
to do something wonderful.” 
The next question is also a 
faith issue: “Ts not this the man 
who used to sit and beg?” (9°8) 
similar question was asked of 
his parents: “Is this your son 
who you say was born blind?” 
(9:19) When God does some- 
thing wonderful we sometimes 
have a hard time beheving it. 
There is one question which 
was asked four times, in one 
form or another: “Then how 
were your eyes opened?” 
10,15, 19, 26) Instead of re 
jorcing inthe man’s healing, the 
Piurisces were obsessed in find- 
ing out how Jesus had done it.

Why? Iecause they were sure 
he had done aomething wreng 
like breaking the sabbath It 
wounds idiotic, but | tay have 
found people who, instead of 
rejoicing at something wonder 
ful have persisted with “How 
did you do it?” The next ques 
tion, “Where is he?” (leeus), 
also shows that they were more 
intereated in atlacking Jesus 
than in the blind man being 
given his sight 
*Whatdo you say abouthtm?” 
they finally asked the healed 
man (9:17). Failing to find Jewus 
to reproach him, they turned on 
the young man himself They 
wanted him to say something 
which they considered blasphe 
mous Jesus could not be from 
God and so he could! not have 
healed the man! Because Jesus 
did not fit into their theology, 
they were convinced that he 
was not from God Buteven the 
young man is able to point to 
their folly: “Ifthis man were not 
from God, he could do nothing” 
(9 33) 
elesus asks the next ques 
tion of the young man: “Do you 
believe in the Son ofman?" (9:35) 
and he counters with his own 
question: “And who ts he, sir, 
that I may believe in him?" 
(9:36). Like many of the ques- 
tions asked in John, it is not 
because the questioner doesn’t 
understand: -the young man 
probably had come to the con- 
clusion that Jesus was the Son 
of man--bul because he is being 
cautious inamiving athis faith: 
“Lorri, TL beheve ~ 
The Inst question comes in 
two forms from the Pharisees: 
“You were born in uttersin, and 
would you teach us?” (9°34), 
they ask the young man. And, 
“Are we also blind?” they ask 
Jesus. These are not requests 
forinformation, but hostile sar 
casm. These men pride them 
selves on their correct under 
standing of God and his will 
and they are furious--and maybe 
a bit unnerved--at the sugges 
tion that they are the ones who 
do not understand, donot “see” 
And us--do we not also need 
to be careful when we say, “We 
see?” For in our smug assur- 
ance, may we not also be spiri- 
tually blind?

“And all this happened the 
first day'” Pinter adds “We 
were all looking at each other 
wondering. ‘What have we got- 
ten ourselves into?’ ~ 

Pinter had to wear lots of 
thermal underwear on the 
shoot. “With the cold stuff like 
the helicopter (scene). I had to 
wear three layers.” he notes. “I

The Maryland Board of 
Revenue Estimates, 
consisting of State Coniptrol- 
ler Lours L. Goldstein 
chairman), State Treasurer 
Lucille Maurer, and State 
Budget Secretary Charles 
Benton, informed Governor 
Wilham Donald Schaefer 
that it is not changing its 
current estimates of general 
fund revenue for fiscal year 
1993 or fiseal year 1994. In 
its March 10 letter, the 
Board told the governor that 
an improved economy is 
resulling in revenues that 
modestly exceed the 
estimates made in December 
1992 and projected that the 
state would meet its revenue 
estimates. However, the 
Board said it is concerned 
about the performance of the 
state lottery, the continuing 
announcements of layoffs 
and the level of income tax 
refunds. 

The Board of Revenue 
Estimates reviewed major 
state revenue sources as well 
as economic data provided to 
it by the University of 
Marvland, the University of 
Baltimore and national 
private economic forecasters. 
Recently revised economic 
data indicates that payroll 
employment averaged 
2,079,000 during calendar 
year 1992, or 28,000 more 
than earlier estimates. "More 
importantly,” the Board 
wrote the governor,” the data

The Board also noted that 
the most recent forecasts of 
personal income for calendar 
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vear 1993 are approximately 
$300 million greater than 
those available three months 
ago. Total Marvland personal 
income is expected to 
amount to $117.45 billion for 
the year. 

For the first seven 
months of fiscal year 1993, 
general fund income tax 
revenue from individuals 
amounts to $1,940,713,787, a 
$94 million increase over the 
same period last year, which 
reflects the sales and use tax 
increases enacted hy the 
1992 Session of Maryland 
General Assembly. 

For the same seven 
months, sales and use tax 
revenue amounts to 
$1,014,770,260, up $85.5 
million over the same period 
last year. 

These higher than expect- 
ed revenues are expected to 
provide enough revenue to 
overcome an expected short- 
fall in state lottery receipts 
and keep the state budget in 
balance 

The Board also said it is 
closely monitoring state 
income tax refunds, which 
last year were significantly 
larger than anticipated. As of: 
March 8, 1993, more than 
408,000 refunds totaling 
$146.7 million had been 
mailed to taxpayers. While 
both the number and total 
dollar value of refunds issiied 
so far are less than at the 
same time last vear, the 
average refund, $361, is 
nearly 9% higher.

Lous L. Goldstein "These 
ads are coming after an ex- 
tremely successful year in 
finding ownersof unclaimed 
funds. Among the 10,345 
claims we paid in calendar 


year 1992, were two accounts 
worth $35,624 and $30,487." 
The average claim amount 
was $546 
Ads carrying 67 of those 
numes due unclaimed prop 
erty appeartoday in the legal 
section of this newspaper. 
“These names are the 
most recently reported and 
the ads will appear in news 
bapers across the state inthe 
next two weeks,” Goldstein 
said. “If you see yourname or 
the names of someone you 
know, follow the instructions 
at the top of the advertise- 
ment telling you how tocon- 


The comptroller noted 
that the namea in the cur- 
rent list are mostly reported 
by financial institutions, 
rentul companies, and corpo- 
rations. “The funda include 
bank accounts, unclaimed 
security deposits, atocka, 
bonds, and unclaimed 
wages,” he said 

Owners who misa their 
names in the current ads do 
not lose the opportunity to 
claim their money. “You or 
your legitimate heirs can 
claim the money at any time 
because Maryland’s un- 
claimed property law iscus- 


In the past year, repre- 
sentatives of the State 
Comptroller's Office partici- 
pated in various outreach ef- 
forts to locate owners of 
unclaimed funds. These ef- 
forts included acomputer file 
match with the Internal Rev- 
enue Service toreach out-of- 
state owners, and taking a 
computer to the State Fair, 
local faira, and various trade 
showaand shopping mallsto 
allow citizena to check the 
unclaimed property file. 

“Because of all these ef- 
forts, the unclaimed property 
aection of our office returned 
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funds to 10,345 individuals 
in calendar year 1992,° 
Goldstein said. “That's al- 
moat three times more than 
the 3,573claims we paid dur- 
ing 1991 ° 

Maryland law requires 
financial institutions, insur

More—-On Grazing Alfalfa 

Last week, in my article, 1 introduced you to two new 
alfalfa varieties that were developed just. for grazing 
Alfagraze and WL. Prograzer Today | would like tocover the 
establishment and management of grazing alfalfa 

Estahlishment: The grazing vaneties are established 
just the same as our regular hay alfalfa vaneties Seed at a 
rate of approximately 15 pounds of seed per acre It is 
important not to graze the alfalfa in early establishment 
Cut the first crop for hay when the alfalfa is at early bloom 
Grazingcan begin, depending on the weather about three or 
five weeks later when the alfalfa gets 10 to 12 inches of 
growth. At summers end, remove livestock four to five weeks 
before the histonc freeze for over-winter stand protection. Once 
the plant dormant, it may le grazed again. However, don’t let 
the mimals graze the plants below four inches 


Management After Seedling Year: One of the out- 
standing charactenstics of the grazing alfalfa varieties is 
their ability to withstand heavy grazing and still recover. 
However, to maximize production, rotational grazing ia a 
good management practice. In the spring you can put the 
animals in the pasture when growth is at least six inches. If 
thereis more growth than the animalscan eat, you may have 
to clip or harvest as hay.

“ Corn Silage Or No Corn Silage! 
Is That The Question? 

I really don't disagree with the idea that High Quality 
Alfalfa or Alfalfa/Grass Mixture mlage could reasonably 
replace corn silage on the farm. If we all farmed out west 
where an eight to 10 ton yield of alfalfa ia average, there 
would be no question about not growing com silage for dairy 
feed. But you know as well as I that we are lucky to average 
between three and four tons of dry hay in our area. The first 
stnke we have against raising alfalfa ia that most of our soils 
are just not the type on which alfalfa does well. Secondly, our 
climatic conditions are such that makes it difficult toharvest 
and store consistent High Quality Forage. The question ia: 
“How much money are you netting per 100 pounds of milk 
over feed coats?” High production doesn’t necessarily mean 
more money in the pocket.

Sheep Numbers 


Remain Same 

The number of sheep in 
Maryland on January | to- 
taled 33,000; nochange from 
a year earlier. Farmers had 
more ewe lambs on hand 
than a year earher and 
fewer wether and ram 
lambs. The number of ewes 
one year old and older de- 
clined by 500 head; rams 
and wethers in the same 
age group declined by the 
same number. The lamb 
crop during 1992 numbered 
24,000; down 1,000 from 
1991. The average value of 
all sheep and lambs was 
$120.00 per head; up by 
$10.00 from a year earlier. 

The sheep and Jamb in- 
ventory inthe United States 
on January | totaled 10.2 
million head, down five per- 
cent from a year ago. Total 

stock sheep and lambs and 
ewes one year old and older 
set record lows. The 1992 
lamb crop of 7.25 million 
head was down five percent 
from 1991. The smallest 
lamb crop was 7.21 million 
in 1988 

Average Income 

Of U.S. Farm 
Families Misleading 

The average income of 
farm operator households 
was $39,007 in 1990. Only 
$5,742 of that was from their 
farms However, because 
the structure of farming is 
so diverse, the average farm 
income does not provide a 
meaningful picture of how 
important farming istofarm 
operator households. Nearly 
three-quarters of farm op- 
erator households operate 
small farms with gross sales 
of less than $50,000. 

These households lose 
money on their farms on 
average. Another 22 percent 
of farms would still be con- 
sidered of a modest size, 
with gross sales of $50,000 
to $219,999. In 1990, most 
of these households had a 
positive return from their 
farms, averaging $16,236 
Only 6.2 percent of farms 
had sales of $250,000 or 
more in 1990. Although they 
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are small in number, these 
larger farms produced just 
over half of the agricultural 
commodities in the United 
States in 1990. Farm opera- 
tions with sales in the 
$250,000 to $499,999 range 
averaged $53,314 from their 
farms, and those with sales 
above $500,000 averaged 
$118,035

There were 2.51 million 
people working on the 
nation’s farms and ranches 
during the week of January 
10-16. This compares with 
2.57 million people during 
the January 1992 survey 
week. Self-employed farm 
operators accounted for 1.42 
million of the total, along 
with 313,000 unpaid opera- 
tors. Agricultural service 
employees working on 
farms and ranches made up 
the remaining 157,000 
workers. 

Farm operators paid 
their hired workers an av- 
erage wage of $6.40 per hour 
during the January 1993 
survey week. This rate was 
up three cents from a year 
earlier. Workers paid on an 
hourly basis earned $5.99 
per hour compared with 
$5.97 inJanuary 1992. Field 
workers received an aver- 
age of $6.02 per hour, up 
three cents from the Janu- 
ary 1992 survey week. Live- 
stock workers earned $5.64 
per hour compared with 
$5.62 a year earlier. 

Benefits, such as hous- 
ing and meals, were pro- 
vided to 45 percent of the 
hired workers during the 
survey week, compared to 
44 percent inJanuary 1992.

Why Fruit Trees Fail to Bear 

Fruit trees don't always bear as early in life, as consis- 
tently from year to year orasheavilvasyoumightlike Fruit 
trees may fail to bear for a vanety of reasons, 

The tree's age plays an important role. Most nursery- 
grown fruit trees can bear a full crop between two and six 
years after you plant them. Most fruit trees are grafted, and 
the tree's rootstock, the portion of the tree that provides the 
root system and determines the tree's size, also determines 
how early atree fruits. For instance, a full dwarf apple tree 
may bear a crop the second year after planting, while a 
standard size tree may take five to six years. 

Pollination is another important consideration. Inad- 
equate pollination causes many fruit bearing problems 
Some fruit trees, including tart cherries, peach and apncots 
(which won't grow here), and Eurupean-type plums, includ- 
ing Stanley, Green Gage and the Italian Prune Plum, are 
self-fruitful; that is, they can pollinate themselves. They do 
not need pollen from another cultivar in order to produce 
fruit. 

Other fruit trees, including apples. pears, sweet chernes 
(except for Stella) and the Japanese and American-type 
plums, are not self-fruitful. In other words, they cannot 
pollinate themselves. A different nearby cultivar must pol- 
linate them. Fortunately for apples, many common flower- 
ing crabapple varieties will pollinate apple trees. Many 
other apple cultivars will cross-pollinate one another. Some 
apple cultivars, including Gravenstein, Jonagold and Mutsu 
will not pollinate other apple cultivars 

Weather conditions also influence fruiting. Some fruit 
trees, like peaches and apricots, flower very early in the 
spring. As a result, spring frosts often ruin the crop in our 
area. Cold weather may also damage flower buds, especially 
on marginally winter hardy fruit trees like Golden Delicious 
and Jonathan apples, most peaches, sweet chernes and 
apncot cultivars. 

Wet, cold weather during blossom time may reduce 
fruiting because it keeps honey bees and other insects from 
pollinating the trees. 

Some fruit trees, particularly certain apple cultivars, 
only bear fruit every other year. This 1s called “biennial 
bearing.“ Golden Deliciousisagoodexample. It tendstobear 
heavily one year, and lightly the next. The only way to 
prevent this 1s to thin some of the fruit off of the tree early 
in the season during heavy crop years. You should do this 
within four weeks following blossom. 

All fruit trees require full sun for best fruit set and 
development. Trees growing even in partial shade will not 
bear as well as they would in full sun. Root competition from 
other trees, and from grass and weeds can also reduce 
fruiting potential. It is best to plant trees where they have 
plenty of room for root development. Also, maintain a grass 
and weed-free area beneath trees. You can do this through 
shallow cultivation, using weed killers or by mulching 


Soil conditions also affect fruiting. Fruit trees do best on 
reasonably fertile soils that hold moisture well, yet drain 
well, Fruit trees do not tolerate poorly drained soils. 

Insects and diseases can damage fruit trees and influ- 
ence fruit set and development. Trees consistently weak- 
ened by pests will not bear weil, and most of the fruit that 
does set develops poorly. 

If you apply Sevin (S-E-V-1-N), an insecticide, dunng a

Research Solving 
Soybean Riddle 

Soybean breeders may 
be closing in on the answer 
to « riddle which has per- 
plexed them for nearly a 
half a century 

It involves acertain stub- 
bornness of the soybean it- 
self, an apparent unwilling- 
ness to give something with- 
out taking something else 
back in return 

For example, there 18 a 
direct correlation between 
the oil and protein content 
of the soybean 

If, as a breeder, you seek 
to increase the oil content of 
the seed, you will decrease 
the seed’s protein content 
as a consequence. And vice 
versa. Seek to increase the 
protein and be prepared to 
sacrifice oil content. 

The same correlation 
exists, to a degree, with 
yield. If increased protein is 
the end result of your ge- 
netic search, don’t expect a 
record harvest 

This reluctance on the 
part of soybeans to be all 
things to all researchers, so 
to speak, has troubled offi- 
cials of the American Soy- 
bean Association for years 
as they have sought to ex- 
pand the overseas markets 
for the crop. 

They report that import- 
ing nations cumplain that 
U.S. soybeans contain less 
protein than do their ship- 
ments from, say, Argentina 
and Brazil. 

Those complaints have 
been particularly vigorous 
from Japan where protein 
quantity of the oil seed is of 
primary importance 

The traders are not talk- 
ing about a vast discrep- 
ancy in protein value -- 
merely one or two percent 
of the dry weight matter of 
the bean -- but, in the highly 
competitive export market, 
that's significant. 

The answer to the nddle 
iS in genetics -- in germ 
plasm transfer -- in the cre- 


ation of agoybean plant with 
just the right genetic 
makeup to permit it to defy 
past performance 

Impressed by the ur 
gency of ASA’s appeal to 
find an answer to the riddle 
and inspired by the avail- 
ability of research funds 
provided by the new nation- 
wide soybean checkoff, sci- 
entists are drawing a bead 
on the problem 

Dr William Kenworthy, 
noted soybean breeder at 
the University of Maryland, 
is optimistic. 

He predicts that, within 
the present scientific cli- 
mate, “in the next eight to 
10 years, we will have 
achieved higher protein con- 
tent without sacrificing 
yield.” 

It is that same scientific 
energy and purpose which 
has resulted in a steady in- 
crease in the nation’s aver- 
age soybean yield, for ex- 
ample, and, here in Mary- 
land, in the release of the 
new Manokin variety. 

Manokin -- the product 
of a decade of research and 
development by Kenworthy 
-- gives promise of being a 
major contributor to soy- 
bean production = on 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore 
in the years ahead because 
ofits genetically engineered 
resistance to Races 1 and 3 
of the soybean cyst nema- 
tode. 

But the development 
process doesn't stop there. 
It never doesin ag research. 
There's never a sign that 
says, “The End.” 

What's ahead for 
Manokin? “We want tobuild 
on it,” says Kenworthy. 
More genetic engineering... 
“It needs yield improve- 
ment, greater lodging resis- 
tance, and even higher lev- 
els of nematode resistance.” 

And Kenworthy hopes, 
fervently, that there will be 
no interruption of the 
process...an interruption 
which could threaten the 
enormous investments of 
the past. 

For example, in 1985, the 


one month period following bloom, it can cause fruit to drop 
off apple and pear trees. Sevin 13 also very toxic to bees, so 
you should not use it when the trees are in bloom. 

Two final causes of poor fruit set are over-fertilzation 
and pruning mistakes. Over-fertilization forces excess shuct 
growth, usually at the expense of flower bud and fruit 
development. Over-pruning, like over-fertilization, stimu- 
lates excess shoot growth at the expense of fruiting. People 
often over-prune neglected trees that haven't been pruned 
for several years. Another pruning mistake that reduces 
fruiting 1s removing too much growth on the outside shell of 
the tree. which is where most of the flower buds are 
produced. This often happens when you try to reduce the 


size of the tree.

Maryland Svybean Board 
helped t underwrite a trip 
by Kenworthy to Australia 
He spent a six-month sab 
batical leave there andcame 
home with 150 to 200 genu- 
types -- representing about 
15 species -- of the wild pe- 
rennial relatives of the soy-

They offer, he said, 
“some unique character- 
istics” . such as phyto- 
phthora resistance (“we're 
hoping to find a source of 
immunity”), salt tolerance 
and herbicide resistance 

Another example, Ken 
worthy has about 1,000 ge- 
netic lines under study...in 
the fields of Maryland, in 
greenhouses, and even in 
Puerto Rico. 

A loss of funding for 
these studies would dry up 
the research as surely as 
would the lack of water 
shrivel the plants. 

“The continued support 
of checkoff dollars has been 
critical to our successes of 
the past,” said Kenworthy 
“It will be equally essential 
to whatever successes we 
have in the future.”

The Garrett County 
Branch of Big Brothers Big 
Sisters of the Alleghenies is 
a division of the Allegany 
County headquarters 

The program exists to 
help children who need extra 
companionship and atten- 
tion. That companionship 
and attention is provided by 
carefully screened adult 
volunteers who are matched 
to same sex children 

Big Brothers Big Sisters 
of America has proved for 
more than &0 years that 
such a one-to-one friendship 
can be of tremendous benefit 
to a developing child 

The Garrett County 
Branch provides the free 
service of screening both 
adults and children, assign- 
ing matches, and supervising 
existing matches. Big Broth- 
ers Big Sisters serves hovs 
and girls age 6-16. Most 
come from single-parent 
homes. Unfortunately, chil- 
dren of single-parent homes 
are statistically at greater 
risk of developing alcohol or 
drug problems. delinquent 
tendencies, academic difficul- 
ties, and low self-esteem 





FUNERAL HOME 
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Such problems affect not 
only the children, but also 
their families and communi- 
ties as well 

All children are referred 
to the program by a parent 
or guardian who sees Big 
Brothers Big Sisters as a 
resource providing compan- 
ionship, mentoring, and 
guidance for their children 

Growing up is not easy 
for any child, and rearing a 
son or daughter alone is not 
an easy job. Responsibilities 
of job and home frequently 
leave precious little time to 
give children the added at- 
tention they need A Big 
Brother or Big Sister can 
help. For three to five hours 
a week, the “Bigs” and 
“Littles” spend time together 
going places, doing things. or 
just walking and talking 
The child is assured that 
once a week he or she will

"It takes a very special 
person to 1) volunteer in the

year. Mandatory Seller's Dis- 
closure assures that buyers 
have been provided full dis- 
closure of the condition of the 
house being considered by the 
seller. Currently, eight states 
have adopted similar legisla- 
tion, with consideration be- 
ing given in 14 other states. 

“Buyers who participate 
in seller disclosure are more 
satisfied with their pur- 
chases,” Snider said, “since 
surprises about the property 
are leas likely tooccur.” Buy 
era may alsouse the formsas 
animmediate on-site check- 
list to review their prefer- 
ences, which helps speed the 
sale of the property. 

MAR supports the pas- 
sage of the semi-annual prop- 
erty tax payment bill that 
was originally introduced 
over four years ago. This bill 
would allow home purchas- 
ers to choose to pay their 
property taxes ona semi-an- 
nual basis. Snider said this 
would allow for lower closing 
costs at the time of settle- 
ment, thereby improving the 
potential for a sale. “Since 
many studies have shown 
that raising the initial cash 
required is what keeps many 
prospective buyersout of the 
market place, this legislation 
can help keep the market 
strong, he said. 

Also being considered this 
year is the introduction of 
legislation requiring manda- 
tory Errors & Omissions in- 
surance (E&O) for all real 
estate licensees. “As with 
most insurance, we don't 
want to pay for it, but we're 
sure glad we have it when we 
need it,” Snider said. The 
legislation being considered 
would require every licensee 
to show that they have E&O 
coverage at the time of initial 
licensing or renewal. It also 
provides for minimum cover- 
age requirements and would 
stipulate that premiumsoould 
not be above a specific 
amount. “The legislation 
would serve as a benefit to 
the realestate agents because

is the only national youth- 
serving organization baned 
on the warmth of one-on-one 
friendship between an adult 
volunteer and a child from a 
one-parent home who needs 
that special, extra attention 

- Fach volunteer makes a 
commitment to spend three 
to five hours a week for at 
least a year with a Little 
Brother or Sister. This is the 
essence of quality time - a 
caring adult who is willing to 
share experiences and to 
listen to a child struggling 
with the complex and con- 
fusing demands of today’s 
society. The sensitivity and 
simplicity of these relation- 


ships can provide the bal- 
ance needed for a child to 
grow up to be a healthy, 
productive adult. 

- More than 15 million 
children in the United States 
today are growing up in one- 
parent families. Their num- 
bers are increasing each 
year, and the patterns of 
instability and upheaval in 
family life are expected to 
continue. It’s predicted that 
59% of all children born 
during the early 1980's can 
expect to live with only one 
parent for at least a year. 
Further, a dismaying 48% of 
female-headed families, with 
minor children, live below 
the poverty level. 

- Not every child from a 
one-parent home needs a Big 
Brother or Sister. Many can 
rely on traditional extended 
family support systems. But 
for an estimated one-fifth of 
these children, there are no 
such supports. Single par- 
ents who must work and 
maintain the household, and 
who often have more than 
one child, may not have the 
time and energy to fulfill 
each vital service.

There are quite a few 
good matches of Big Broth- 
ers Big Sisters in Garrett 
County. One of those 
matches is Big Brother, Jim 
Fratz, Accident, and Little 
Brother, Scott. Even at first 
meeting. one can see that 
theirs is a match “made in 
Heaven.” 

When asked why he vol- 
unteered to be a Big Broth- 
er, Jim replied, “"Remember- 
ing when I was young and 
had the benefit of both par- 
ents at home, I just felt I 
wanted to share at least part 
of that experience with a boy 
who had no father. Scott and 
I hit it off from the begin- 
ning” 

That is evident when one 
watches the two interact, 
whether it be reading togeth- 
er or lifting weights. Jim and 
his wife, Lena, are the par- 
ents of two grown children, 
so the nest is somewhat 
empty now. Scott helps fill a 
void for them, as well. 

Scott is a gregarious and 
well-mannered 8&-year-old 
He appears to be above aver- 
age intelligence.

He spouts off freely the

Irises 
by Edith D. Browning 

Irises are garden plants that were cultivated in Asia 
long before the birth of Christ. There are two groups, 
rhizomes and bulbs, Ins in Greek mythology 1s the goddess 
of the rainbow and messenger of the gods. Thus, the name 
iris seems appropriate for the perennial plants that bloom in 
every color except bright red. In medieval France, they were 
so beloved that they were given the distinction of becoming 
the symbol of French royalty. It appears in heraldry, archi 
tecture, and jewelry, where it is recognized as the “Fleur-de- 
Lis.” 

Irises are a group of plants with sword-shaped leaves 
and usually large, showy flowers with three upright petals, 
called standards, and three drooping or spreading falls, 
called sepals. Tall bearded inses are the most widely grown 
They carry their showy flowers on branching stems, 24.48 
inches tall. Peak bloom ranges from mid-Apnl where win- 
ters are mild, toearly June incolderclimates The ins family 
1s widely distributed in temperate and warm climate regions 
of the world, especially South America and the Mediterra- 
nean region. 

Bearded imses must have well-drained sou in the 
slightly acid to somewhat alkaline range. Prepare soil well 
with organic material and fertilizer. Where winters are cold, 
set out plants in full sun in summer, but where summers are 
hot and winters mild, they prefer autumn planting. Plants 
need regular watering from spring until six weeks after 
bloom has stopped; after that, water only moderately through 
the summer. Divide clumps when they become crowded, 
about every three years. Divide the rhizomes with a sharp 
knife and replant healthy sections with a good fan of leaves. 

The beardless irises most widely grown are Louisiana, 
Sibernan, Japanese, and Spuria. Louisiana Ins tend to have 
flat flowers, relatively graceful, and their color range 1s 
extensive. They grow twoto five feet tall. Louisiana irises are 
not winter hardy, and need dividing leas often than bearded

Siberian inses have fewer colors--white, blue, and 
purple shades and combinations, and pink and wine reds 
Fluttery blossoms are poised on stems two to four feet tall, 
and foliage is almost grasay in thick clumps 

Japanese irises can he the most spectacular of all for 
flower size, with flat single or double blooms the size of salad 
plates. Their color range is the same as Siberian inses. 

Sibenan, Louisiana, and Japanese inses need soil that 
1s continually moist throughout the growing and blooming 
season. Give them neutral to somewhat acid soil in full sun 
for Sibenans, but sun to light shade for Louisiana and

irises. They need Jess water than other beardlesstypes. They 
need the same treatment as tal] bearded irises.

Bill Passes 


A bill introduced by 
District 1-A Delegate Georm 
C. Edwards for the purpose 
of re-aligning the County 
Commissioner Districts in 
Garrett County to reflect 
population changes evident 
in the 1990 U.S. Census 
recently passed both Houses 
in the Maryland General 
Aase mbly 

House Bill 444 (along 
with a Senate version 
introduced by [istrict 1 
Senator John J. Hafer) is the 
result of a requirement of 
state registration and 
election laws that the 
population of the county 
must be re-evaluated after 
each decennial census in 
order to achieve a more 
equitable population 
distribution throughout the 
three commissioner voting 
districts. 

Recommendations for 
changes came from the 
Garrett County Board of 
Election Supervisors and 
were the subject of a public 
hearing in late January. 

Essentially, the only 
voting districts affected by 
the bill will be Ryan’s Glade, 
Bittinger, and Sang Run. 


Anti-Smog Bill 
Approved By Comm. 


The Senate Judicial 
Proceedings Committee 
approved a measure last 
week that would require the 
sale of low-emission cars in 
the state in an effort to 
comply with the federal 
Clean Air Act, after two un- 
successful years of attempt- 
ing to pass such legislation. 

According to reports, 
however, committee mem- 
bers have attached an 
amendment that would 
require other states to also 
adopt similar legislation so 
that Maryland would not be 
the only state in the region 
with the requirement. 
Specifically, the amendment 
stipulates that 60% of the 
registered cars in the region 
from Maine to Virginia be 
covered by the legislation. 

Currently, about 54% of 
cars are covered in the 
northeast region which is 
composed of 11 states and 
the District of Columbia. 

Maryland reportedly faces 
the loss of state highway 
funding unless it complies 
with the clean air require- 
ments.

Doctors Protest 
Health Cost Cap 


A group of Maryland 
doctors have reportedly been 
protesting the state’s pro- 
posed limits on doctors’ fees 
as part of a health care re- 
form package, and have 
claimed their views are not 
even being heard by the 
Senate Finance Committee, 
which is currently deliberat- 
ing over ways to control 
health care costs and to 
make insurance more widely 
available. 

Even though a bill was 
overwhelmingly approved by 
the House of Delegates that 
would require insurers to 
make policies available to 
small companies that could 
not otherwise afford them. 
The bill also stipulated that 
anyone who wants an insur- 
ance policy would be able to 
obtain one regardless of a 
previous or existing medical 
condition. 

Also under the measure, a 
commiaaion would be estab- 
lished to collect data on 
doctor and other non-hospi- 
tal costs and enable the 
commission to place limits 
on those costs. 

When the bill reached the 
Senate, however, much oppo- 
sition from virtually every 
segment of the health care 
industry had been building 
and the bill now faces an 





uncertain future there. 
Note: Later reports on 
the progress of the bill have 
indicated that its chances of 
survival in the Senate are 
now substantially better 
than previously thought 
after the Finance Committee 
approved the bill in a 9-2 


vote. 


Right-To-Dle 
Bill Approved 
By Committee 


In a 6-5 vote, the Senate 
Judicial Proceedings 
Committee approved a 
measure that would enable 
Maryland residents to 
exercise more control over 
their health-care decisions in 
situations when death seems 
imminent or when prolong- 
ing life seems to be 
undesirable in the opinion of 
the patient. 


While the measure 
specifically prohibits 
euthanasia and assisted 
suicide, opponents have 
stated that the bill would 
make it easier for doctors or 
relatives of an incapacitated 
patient who might be too 
anxious to end the life 
support system for that 
patient 


The bill reportedly faces 
strong opposition from the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
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Edwards’s Animal Welfare Workers’ 


Rights Bill Killed In Cominittee 


A bill sponsored by 
District 1-A Delegate George 
C. Edwards that would have 
given anima! welfare officials 
immunity from prosecution 
for trespassing onto the 
private property of another 
in the course of performing 
animal protection duties was 
recently killed by the House 
Judiciary Committee in a 15- 
6 vote 


The bill also sought to 
allow those officials to enter 


& property only if they have 
Teason to believe animals 
are, indeed, being abused 

Edwards reportedly stat- 
ed, however, that a “fine 
hne” exists in determining if 
abuse actually exists, but 
that a balance should be 
struck in cases where hu- 
mane officials are prosecuted 
for doing their jobs and in 
cases where they have no 
actual knowledge of abuse 
occurring and enter a prop- 
erty unlawfully

jurors that she is pleased 
with her staff and has no 
space for additional employ- 
ees. She also noted that her 
storage vault is full, and that 
space may eventually become 

a problem. 

Board of Education 

Dr. Ryscavage opened his 
presentation by handing out 
the annual report of the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education. Despite budget 
constraints, county schools 
were able to maintain high 
standards of education, at- 
taining satisfactory to excel- 
lent ratings in reading, 
mathematics, writing, and 
citizenship based on results 
of the Maryland School Per- 
formance program. 

Ryscavage is performing 
the duties of instructional 
supervisor in addition to his 
own work. 

The Grand Jury visited 
the education board offices 
and noted that the building 
is old - built in 1918 - and 
cramped for space. The em- 
ployees have had to contend 
with roof leakage problems, 
according to the report, as 
well as damaged ceilings and 
floors. Offices are cramped; 
the youth services program 
has five cubicles in a small 
area formerly used for stor- 
age. The building is not 
handicapped accessible, and 
adequate parking is an ongo- 
ing problem. 

The implementation of a 
recycling program at the 
education board office was 
recommended by the jury, as 
well as an alternative bus 
schedule for use when roads 
are hazardous during snow. 


Roadsa Dept. 

Terry Spear led a tour of 
the Garrett County Roads 
Department. There are 112 
persons on the department's 
payroll, Spear told the ju- 
rors. Road line striping has 
not been done in the last 
two years. All roads not 
being re-surfaced this year 
will be striped. 

The department has re- 
placed the fuel and gas tanks 
at the Oakland Garage to 
bring it up to standards. 
Fuel tanks, which are costly, 
must be replaced by 1998 
The water problem in the 
bottom of the garage has 
been corrected, the jurors 
were told, but the paint and 
body shop has been closed 
because of not meeting the 
standards and regulations of 
OSHA and MOSHA (federal 
and state Occupational Safe- 
ty and Health Agency). 
Painting and body work is 
currently contracted out, 
which is more expensive 
than operating the shop 

The lunch room problem 
detected by the last Grand 
Jury is delayed until funding 
is provided. The drawings 
and plans for the new lunch 
area have been approved by 
the department, but the 
construction is not a high 
priority because of monetary 
constraints, the jurors were 
told 

The County Roads garage 
was found to be clean and 
well maintained except for 
the bathroom in the lower 
part of the building. Jury 
members recommended that 
the restroom be cleaned 
daily 


County Commissioners 
The Grand Jury noted 
their understanding of the 
difficult task facing Garrett 
County Commissioners 
Brenda Butscher, Elwood 
Groves, and John Braskey 
with the state budget cute. 
The jurors recommended 
that economic development 
become Garrett County's top 
priority, and that outside 
contractors should not be 


used unleas a certain per- 
centage of the workers be 
county residents 
Ruth Enlow Library 
Sheila Hughes, acting 
director of the Ruth Enlow 
Library, presented the Grant 


Jury with a tour of the facili- 
ties and explained the vari- 
ety of services available to 
the community. The report 
noted that Ms. Hughes is 
“doing an exceptional job” as 
acting director. 

The jury’s report notes 
that the library offers a wide 
variety of services to the 
public, including the Garrett 
County Literacy Council, 
which is located in the Oak- 
land library's basement. The 
council teaches reading on a 
one-on-one basis. The library 
offers loans of slides, movies, 
and opaque projectors. Much 
of the reference material is 
now available via computer. 


Books are available in 
both audio and video tapes - 
this made possible through 
the $3,000 donation of First 
United Bank & Trust and 
Friends of Ruth Enlow Li- 
brary. The facility offers 
"fax" services for articles, 
songs, and other documents 
needed quickly from other 
Maryland libraries. The 
jurors were informed that 
most books not currently 
stocked can be obtained 
through the state library 
system. 

Low wages is a concern of 
the library staff, the jurors 
were told, as the wage freeze 
has not allowed raises for 
the past two years. Average 
salaries range from $10,000 


to $12,000 annually. The 
director’s position remains 
unfilled, and there is a con- 
cern that the salary offered 
will not be adequate to at-

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Hiring Process Developed By FCSI 
In Coordination With GCC Job Center. 


A unique new hiring 
procean developed by Finan- 
cial Computer Support In- 
corporated (FCSI) in coordi- 
nation with the GCC Job 
Placement Center haa result- 
ed in a win - win situation 
for the company and the 
college, according to Sandy 
Derato, vice president of 
FCSI. 

FCSI is an Oakland-based 
computer consulting firm 
that functions as a computer 
user's group for financial 
advisors. The company 
writes and maintains the db 
CAMS+ software package 
which is used by financial 
advisors to provide instant 
information on their clients’ 
-positions and to manage 
office data effectively. FCSI 
also provides training and 
unlimited counseling support 
as well as access to an elec- 
tronic bulletin board and the 
FCSI Digest. 

"Our business requires 
working knowledge of com- 
puter concepts as well as 

, financial planning concepts,” 
Derato explained, "We recog- 
nize that there are not a lot 
of people in Garrett County 
with this type of back- 
ground. For this reason we 
focus on identifying individu- 
als with strong potential who 
can be trained in our busi- 
ness. We were finding it very 
difficult to determine how 
effectively an individual 
could learn our business in 
an interview/testing situa- 
tion. In several cases we 
hired employees who left 
after months of training 
because they were not well 
suited to our unique envi- 
ronment.” 

The situation led Derato 
to begin working with Sandy 
Major, Job Placement coordi- 
nator and head of the busi- 
ness training area for Con- 
tinuing Education at GCC. 
Together they developed a 
new hiring process which 
was used successfully for the 
first time in November. 
Prospective job candidates 
were recruited by the staffiof 
the Job Placement Center to 
interview and test for partic- 
ipation in a training class 
conducted by staff members 
of Financial Computer Sup- 
port. 

Those who demonstrated 





the potential to do well in 
the class through a combina- 
tion of testing and interview- 
ing were provided with a 
class outline and text materi- 
als and invited to register for 
the class. The class included 
24 hours of training in data- 
base management and finan- 
cial planning concepts. Those 
who demonstrated strong 
skills during the class were 
interviewed for immediate 
positions. Others were en- 
couraged to pursue job op- 
portunities with FCSI in the 
future. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
college, Mayor explained, 
“Working with FCSI has 
provided an excellent oppor- 
tunity for helping GCC grad- 
uates and local community 
members find employment 
in a unique team oriented 
environment. It has been 
very rewarding for me.” 

"One of my goals in my 
work at the college is to help 
companies hire and train 
people who will be effective 
in building company produc- 
tivity. I believe this will 
ultimately help support 
positive economic growth in 
the county and this is an 
important part of the mis- 
sion of Garrett Community 
College. We look forward to 
doing additional work with 
FCSI as the company contin- 
ues to expand its work force. 
We also would weicome the 
opportunity to provide this 
type of service for other local 
companies as | think many 
could benefit through this 
type of cooperative effort,” 
stated Mayor. 

Derato said she was de- 
lighted to find four individu- 
als who fit the company’s 
hiring needs so well. In dis- 
cussing the partnership 
between FCSI and GCC, she 
stated, “The college helped 
us find people, develop the 
process, and make the pro- 
cess work. A lot of compa- 
nies don’t spend the time 
needed or have the resources 
available to hire employees 
to meet their specific needs. 
By working with the Job 
Placement Center we were 
able to hire employees who 
will make real contributions 
to FCSI. Some people just 
are not capable of learning 
financial planning concepts

and computer concepts all at 
once. This way of hiring 
assures that our new em- 
ployees are capable of mas- 
tering the needed knowledge 
base. We've learned how to 
help assure that our new 
employees will be successful 
in their jobs. I also believe 
the class benefitted those 
who were not hired. We 
worked with some very qual- 
ified individuals and through 
the class they were able to 
become more aware of com- 
puter related job opportuni- 
ties and strengthen their 
computer skills. I know of 
one class member who start- 
ed a computer related job 
immediately as a result of 
the training. I also believe 
the association class mem- 
bers developed with the Job 
Placement Center will be 
helpful to them in locating 
future job opportunities.” 

The four new employees 
speak enthusiastically about 
the hiring/training process 
According to Mick Bloom the 
process was a refreshing 
change for him after going 
through many high pressure 
interviews in the past. 

"In most interviews you 
fee! you have to sell yourself 
because you won't have a 
chance to demonstrate your 
skills,” he explained "Sandy 
made the interview comfort- 
able and informal and the 
class provided me with the 
opportunity to demonstrate 
my capability.” 

Stacy Sines liked the class 
because it gave her the op- 
portunity to decide if she 
would really like the work 
situation. Like Kimberly 
Brinkley she didn’t totally 
understand the nature of the 
company until she took the 
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class. 

"The class gave me an 
understanding of what the 
company does and helped me 
determine whether or not I 
would fit in,” Brinkley stat- 
ed. "I also learned many 
things in the class which 
would have been valuable to 
me even if 1 hadn’t started 
to work with FCSI.” 

In the FCSI environment 
"fitting in” means being 
capable of working in a self- 
directed fashion. Both De- 
rato and Dave Huxford, 
president of FCSI, believe in 
hiring “highly competent 
people, and giving them 
structure and support, as 
well as the responsibility and 
freedom to be their own 
managers.” 

This approach is based on 
their philosophy: “We sup- 
port what we create and that 
staff members will take 
ownership of ideas that they 
have helped formulate.” 

Brinkley describes her 
FCSI position as "the most 
challenging and self-fulfilling 
job" she has ever had. "I feel 
working in this environment 
makes us more productive,” 
she explained “because we 


really want to do what is 
best for the company.” 

Jody Fletcher added that 
she sometimes feels like 
she’s in a “fantasy world.” 

“In other jobs I was eo 
used to hearing ‘do this’ and 
‘do that.’ It’s wonderful to 
work off my own list and set 
my own priorities,” she said. 

The opportunity to get 
help when they need it is 
also important to the new 
employees. Sines appreciates 
that she can go to others 
and get help without feeling 
that she’s infringing on 
them. She explained “It’s like 
a big family here. Everyone 
gets along well and supports 
one another. This is especial- 
ly important in this situation 
because our customers are 
often stressed out when they 
call us and they rely on us to 
relieve the pressure. We're 
able to do that because of 
the supportive setting here 
at FCSI." 

Since being hired, the 
new employees have partici- 
pated in additional training 
which has given them a 
wider base of knowledge. 
The combination of the class 
and the additional training 
has enabled them to become 
productive more quickly 
than employees hired previ- 
ously.

Senices Program 


Burlington United Meth- 
odiat Homes for Children and 
Youth, Inc., Burlington, 
W.Va., began offering a Fam- 
ily Based Services Program 
ina 10-county area last Sep- 
tember. Underthe direction 
of program supervisor 
Charles Bolyard, Family 
Based Services operates from 
officesin Grafton and Keyser 

Each office employs two 
family educators. The Keyser 
Office is staffed by Athena 
Taylor and Debra Cave, while 
the family educators in 
Grafton are Janie Tenney 
and Martha Roupe 

The program goalsare to 
develop competency of fami- 
lies; to insure the safety of 
the child orchildren; and to 
gradually reduce the fam:- 
lies’ dependence on outside 
guidance. 

The role of the family edu- 
catorsisto provide parenting 
skill training for parents; to 
provide behavior manage- 
ment training; and to assist 
families in linking with com- 
munity-based resources such 
as counseling, counseling 
support, and medical and 
educational support. 

The program provides in 
tensive in-home services to 
high-risk families to try to 
prevent out-of-home place- 
ments of children. Family 
Based Services will also as- 
sist familiesin reuniting af- 
ter a child returns to the 
home from an out-of-home 
placement. The program will 
work to preserve the family 
by assisting families in 
trouble tobecome healthy and 
functioning again. 

When a referral 1s re- 
ceived, the family educator 
visitsthe family several times 
in a 7-to-10 day period to 
provide a needs assessment 
and to develop aserviceplan 
After the assessment period, 
the family receives 30-to-45 
daysof intensive services and 
follow-up services for a pe- 
riod of six months. 

The program’slong-term 
goal, according to Bolyard, is 
to “expand our service area 
to provide community ser- 
vices and support tothe whole 
community. However, our 
current client base 1s com- 
posed of referrals from the 
West Virginia Department of 
Health and Human Re- 
sources Department of 
Children’s Services. 

“When achildis removed 
from the home and resides 
with either a foster family or 
a group or residential pro- 
gram, we find that the child 
1s worked with, but hisor her 
family is not, so the transi- 
tion back home is difficult,” 
commented Bolyard. “We re- 
alize that not all families will 
remain intact, but we believe 
that our program provides 
the missing link in helping 
many families remain to- 
gether.”

This year’s performance 
broke the old record of 56 
points, set in 1990, by 15

RAMS RIP REGIONAL CHAMPIONS — The praiiminary round of the Maryland State 
Wrestiing Tournament, held recently in Westminater featured 104 bouts between top seeda 
(region champions) and low aaeds (region finishers placing fourth). invariably, the champions 
Bre heavily favored to win these contests, and 98 of them did 60 this year. However, six major 
upsets were recorded ss number four seeds defeated thelr champion opponents. Out of 146 
public schools with wrestling teams in Maryland this year, just one wss responsible for two of 
the six upsets--Southern Garrett. Even more incredible, Southern pulled off this feat with back- 
to-back entries. Sophomore Ram Mike Uller (125; season record 22-8), who finished fourth In 
Region 1, got the ballrolling for Southern when he stunned Region 4 champion Damont Giddens 
of Stephen Decatur (sesson record 183) with a 7-4 decision. Junior Pete Strawser (140; seaaon 
record 25-6) who also took fourth st Region 1, next went to work, exploding for an atomic 27 
points as he first toppled Region 4 champion, Randy Jourdan of Rising Sun, with a 13-5 deciaton, 
then biew away Region 2 runner-up. Tony Crawford of Chesapeake BC, by 14-4. As a reauilt of 
the three victories, Southern finished 30th, or in the top hsif of the stste's 61 class 1A,2A teams. 
Junior Jsson Burgess (119; 27-2) had the misfortune of fighting. In his first contest, the eventual 
state champion, and didnot advance. Teammate Sonny Livengood (171; 24-4) also participated, 
but fell in the first round by 8 narrow 11-8 decision.

2A) won the team title this 
year with 120 points. 
Smithsburg (1 A) came in sec- 
ond with 87; followed by 
Rockville (2A) with 76; 
Owings Mills (1A) with 71 5; 
Northern (1A) with 71; North 
Carroll (2A) in aixth with 
70.5; and Francis Scott Key 
(1A) with 63 points. 

Northern s state showing 
18 especially meaningful 
since Carroll and Key are 
ranked among the top 10 
teams in Maryland. 

Greg Miller (145) and 
Jason Fazenbaker (275) be- 
came the third and fourth 
state runners-up in school 
history, whue Chns Rowe 
(135) and Tirrell Burdock 
(103) placed third. Each lost 
only once--always to the 
eventual state champion. 

Rowe, a semor and Re- 
gion 1 champion, led North- 
ern into battle with the best 
recordever fora county wres- 
tler entering states, 31-0 
Unfortunately, the competi- 
tion made his weight class 
perhaps the tournament's 
most difficult. Region Two 
champion Greg Keaaler, of 
Owinga Mills, was also 31-0, 
and already atwo-time state 
champion. Mike Lowe, Re- 
gion 4champion for Mardela, 
27-0, hkewise wastwice state 
champ. Rowe, trapped in the 
middle, battled Keaaler inthe 
semifinals, but Kesaler, the 
state’s top ranked wrestler 
at 136, toppled Rowe 10-5. 
Ultimately, Keaaler proved 
to be the best of all three 
region champions, as he also 
defeated Mike Lowe for the 
crown. Rowe had no chance 
to challenge Lowe, but did 
meet the one other region 
champion, Matt Jewer of 
Northeast AAC, and topped 
him 6-3 to win third place 
and four of five matches. 

Finishing beside Lowe, 
however, as Rowe did, is 
about the same as winning a 
title: 

On March 11, the Mary- 
land State Wrestling Asso- 
ciation released its final 
rankings for the season. The 
state rankings of teams and 
individuals, not to be con- 
fused with state tournament 
finishes, cover all public 
(classes 1A-4A), private and 
parochial teams in the state, 
150-plua achoola, on an over- 
all basis, with neither class 
nor category affecting place- 
ment. 

In the individual rank- 
ings for 135, Owings Mills’ 
Kesaler (now a three-time 
state champion) remains 
number one. Class 3A 
Calvert Hall’s Brendan 
James is second. Rowe is 
rated third--ina dead tie with 
Mike Lowe. Thus, although 
Lowe took second and Rowe 
won third at states, the final 
1993 state rankings make no 
distinction between Rowe 

and the two time state 
champ.

A much more aggressive 
fighter this year, Rowe said, 
“I knew this waa my last 
chance (to win at states) and 
if I didn’t make it this year, | 
wouldn't have another.” 

Anatural competitor who 

holds a brown belt in Tae 
Kwon Do, Rowe was also an 
honorable mention to the 
Times-News Coaches All 
Star (football) Team, playing 
for the Region 1 champion 
Huskies. He became just the 
second county wrestler ever 
to win over 100 varsity 
matches, 103 altogether, sur- 
passed only by teammate 
Allen Bittinger’s 109. Asked 
how he would advise a 
younger grappler who had 
statedreams, Rowe gave this 
formula: 

“1 would tell him to go to 
all the camps and tourna- 
ments that he can. Never 
give up, either, even if he 
loses his first couple of years 
of wrestling. And work hard 
with all your teammates ” 

There are good reasons 
to work with your team- 
mates. Earlier this season, | 
told senior grappler Greg 
Muller that I couldn't believe 
how far he had come in the 
last year. (He didn't even 
qualify for states last year.) 





Greg laughed and said, 
“That comes from wrestling 
‘Mouse ’(Allen Bittinger) and 
Chris (Rowe) at practice.” 

Miller was right. Three 
weeks later, from a launch 
padof obscurity, he skyrock- 
eted through the clouds. 
When he returned to earth 
he touched down, for what 
would be his first and last 
time. in the state ranking« 
But for one heart-seizing 
moment at states, in the first 
penod of his first match, his 
states career dared disaster 

Miller won his first round 
contest via forfeit, but there 
would be no free ride in the 
quarterfinals. Now he faced 
formidable Region 4 cham- 
pion, Dennis Zuck of Rising 
Sun, who had won 24 
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matches while losing only 
three all season long. 

The whistle blew andthe 
two battled for a takedown 
for about a minute, when 
seeming disaster came down 
on Miller like a hammer on 


an anvil, only a hunired 
times faster. 

As Miller said later, “It 
happened so fast that! diin’t 
really know what was gang 
on myself.”

how Miller felt. 

“Happy with myself, be- 
cause it was the first match | 
had won, a match at states. 
It was the first time for me 
being there and it was a real 
inspiration for me and my 
family.” 

Thenext morning, Miller 
proved his win was no fluke, 
quickly overtaking North 
Carroll's semifinalist, Eric 
Hott, and never lagging, tri- 
umphing 10-7. Though 
Miller finally lost that night, 
he became Northern’s first 
state wrestling champion- 
ship finalist since 1990. 

His secret for success? 

“Hard work and dedica- 
tion. You have to want to be 
good at wrestling and need 
the determination to excel 
and perform. I was always 
the kind of person who 
wanted to win and never lose, 
and that’s probably why I 
achieved what | have.” 

Miller will leave North- 
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erm with another mat honor 
besides his state trophy. In 
the final state rankings of 
hiscareer, heisfinally rated- 
-fifth overall. The top three 
grapplers in his class all be- 
long to division 3A/4A 
schools. The fourth highest 
wrestler is division LA/2A 
state champion, Tim Barone 
of Rockville, Miller’slonecon- 
queror. Because Rockville ia 
class 2A, Miller is the high- 
est ranked 1A contender in 
Maryland at 145 pounds. 

Miller, however, was not 
Northern’s only runner-up. 
The first evening of the tour- 
ney, senior Jason Fazen- 
baker walked into the battle 
of his life, taking on Region 2 
champion Wayde Ezell of 
Pikesville and hia near-per- 
fect record of 30-1. It wasthe 
best record challenging the 
second best record, Fazen- 
baker's 21-1. One look at 
Ezell revealed largely why 
he was successful. He was a 
mountain on legs, outweigh- 
ing Fazenbaker by nearly 75 
pounds. It was David and 
Goliath all over. 

The match crawled, 2-0, 
2-2, 3-2, 4-3... At the end of 
regulation time, the score was 
tied at 6-6. Exhaustion was 
telling on Ezell, cautioned 
for stalling. 

In sudden death over- 
time, with both wrestlers up, 
Fazenbaker repeatedly shot 
for an ankle, but couldn't get 
past Ezell’s tree trunk arms. 
Ezell backed away each time- 
-a critical mistake at states 
where officials slap you with 
a stalling call if you pauae to 
breathe. With several aec- 
ondsleft, Fazenbaker tried a 
different tactic, no longer 
shooting, but rapidly push- 
ing Ezell backwards, any- 
thing to get a response. Ezell 
backpedaled, as fast as a 
mountain can backpedal, but 
at the buzzer, he tripped and 
fell out of bounda--face down, 
motionless, not even bother- 
ing to look up. He was down 
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and doomed withexhaustion. 

The refs fist shot intothe 
air--"Stalling, red! One, 
green!” Fazenbaker won, 7- 
6, with the stalling penalty. 

Although Fazenbaker 
lost his next match and the 
title in sudden heartbreak- 
ing overtime, it was the clos- 
eat any of the Huskies came 
to an individual champion- 
ship. And by becoming state 
runner-up, Fazenbaker seta 
new achool record. The pre- 
vious heavyweight best was 
Scott Beitzel, fourth in 1991 

For his accomplishments, 
Fazenbaker remains state 
ranked, fifth overall, second 
highest of division 1A/2A, and 
highest of class 1A. 

Fazenbaker was sur- 
prised to win second place 
because “1 was the smallest 
heavyweight there.” 

He described the experi- 
ence as "kind of scary, be- 
cause you don’t want (a huge 
heavyweight) tolieon you. It 
makesa little guy’ feel proud 
(to beat aomeone much 
heavier).” 

This 200-pound “little 
guy” was named to the 
Times-News Coaches All- 
Star Team, after helping the 
Huskies defeat Smithsburg 
for the Region 1 class 1A 
football title. 

Fazenbaker might still 
become a state champion. 
Last year at the state track 
and field championships, he 
not only won multiple med- 
als, but also scored the most 
points altogether of any com- 
petitor, according to his 
coach 

The fourth and final state 
star for the Huskies was 
sophomore Tirrell Burdock, 
who dropped only two con- 
tests this year in Maryland- 
-once (at states) to the even- 
tual state champion and once 
(at regionals) to the eventual 
state runner-up. His only 
other loes this season came 
at the hands of the fourth 
highest ranked wrestler at 
112 poundsin Pennsylvania, 
whom Burdock had moved 
up a weight class to chal- 
lenge 

Like Fazenbaker and 
Miller, Burdock, too, was 
tested by fire--Region 4 

champion Ernie Miller of 
Northeast CC, who entered 
states, 24-0. 

Millergot a takedown and 

escaped to lead 3-0. In the 
third period, Burdock es- 
caped to make it 3-1.

two-year Adventure Sports 
academic program, director 
Mike Logsdon reported that 
10 different outdoor activity 
courses are scheduled to be 
offered within the next sev- 
eral months.

Giles also suggests that

The Garrett County Area 
Agency on Aging will spon- 
sor a one-day conference, 
"Caring for the Frail and 
Vulnerable Elderly,” Tues- 
day, April 27. The confer- 
ence will be held at the Wisp 
Resort Conference Center 
from 8:30 am. to 5 p.m 
Conference topics are intend- 
ed to address two areas of 
serious concern: elder abuse 
and appropriate geriatric 
treatment for frail, function- 
ally impaired elderly. 

According to an Agency 
spokesman, conference pre- 
senters will bring a wealth of 
experience and knowledge 
from each of their fields of 
expertise. Joseph S. Bostwick 
is an investigator with the 
office of the Attorney Gener- 
alMedicaid Fraud Control 
Unit.

Mary and 
Martha change the question 
into an accusation: “Lord, if you 
had been here, my brother 
would not havedied”(11:21,32) 
Note that Jeaue’ failure to ar-

died was not because of a mis 
calculation on hie part or some 
mishap or delay along the way 
"Jesus told them plainly 
Lazarus 1s dead, and for your 
sake | am glad that | was not 
there, so that you may believe” 
(11:14), He had previously 
hinted to them that “Thaa ill- 
neas is not unto death, it is for 
the glory of God, so that the Son 
of God may be glorified by means 
of it” (11:4) 

WhatJesus is saying here is 
that he does love | .azarus and is 
concerned about him, but be- 
cause there is a higher purpose 
to be served, the glory of God, 
he will not hasten tohis friend's 
bedside az everyone wants him 
todo. Having almoet 2,000 years 
of hindsight in our favor, we 
underatand very well why Jesus 
did not respond to the request 
immediately. I believe there are 
Limes in our lives today when it 
seems God is not responding to 
our earnest prayers and we 

must remember that there may 
be a higher purpose to God's 
seeming non-response, @ pur- 
pose that seeks our good in a 
way that is beyond ourimmedi- 
ate comprehension 
A HIGHER PURPOSE 
But that doesn't mean we 
should not ask our hard ques- 
tions of God or even let hard 
questionsof Godoreven let him 
know when we are disturbed at 
his delay. Jesus was reproached 
by both Mary and Martha, yet 
he did not reproach them in 
turn. He understood why they 
anid what they said and valued 
their sincerity much more than 
any pious deception. We need 
to remember that, too 
There are many times in life 
when we will be discouraged, 
hurt, and even resentful. When 
that happens, don't hesitate to 
share your true feeling with the 
Lord and ask “why?” and “why 
not?” But when you have asked 
your questions and made your 
complaints, remember that 
Jeaus is ‘the resurrection and 
the life” with the power to com- 
mand on both sides of the grave, 
“Unbind him, and let him go?"”

Conti recalls a few harrow 
Ing Moments from past shows 

There was the time that Ma 
donna appeared to sing “Soon- 
er or Later” but her micro 
phone didnt. “It was the kind 
of apparatus that was rented 
for $17.000 and was supposed 
to come up out of the floor. 
Conti says “The director went 
in for a tight shot on her. anda 
trian ran out and handed her a 
microphone ” 

Then there was the time the 
curtain wouldn't come up for 
Ann-Margret’s opening num 
ber “She did it backstage.” 
says Conti “The strangest 
feeling was the countdown 
The show was going on it had 
already begun and people 
were out there with axes ” 

Conti's first Oscar show was 
in 1977. he was the personal 
choice of that years producer. 
William Friedkin 

In 1976. I had done a little 
picture called ‘Rocky.

Act (VOCA) of 1984. The 
VOCA fund is financed by 
monies collected by U:S.

The funds are 
received as a block grant 
and are administered by the 
Women’s Services Program 
of the Maryland State De- 
partment of Human Ser- 
vices. 

The U.S. Attorney’s Of- 
fice for the District of Mary- 
land works diligently to en- 
sure that fines are imposed 
and promptly collected so 
that the maximum amount 
allowable by law goes to 
provide help to the citizens 
of Maryland, according toa 
spokesperson. [ast year, the 
U.S. Attorney’s Office gen- 
erated over $12 million in 
revenue to the U.S. Trea- 
sury, over 50% more than 
the cost of operating the of- 
fice.

AlfalfaCovered With A Mulch 
Mother Nature's mulch (snow) has provided alfalfa with 
a lot of protection this winter. Winter kill-out should be a 
minimum. However, a couple of problems may be present 
First of all, dormant weed control may be “out the window” 
since the winter mulch has provided shelter which may 


encourage early growth. Be very careful if you plan to use 
herbicides this spring. Another problem could be the pres- 
ence of Phytophthora Root Rot, a disease which causes the 
root system to decay. Wet conditions provide a favorable 
environment for this disease. At this time, nothing can be 
done to control the disease A good application of fertilizer 
will give the alfalfa an edge on both of the above potential

Farm Bureau is urging 
all Hlouse members to sign 
on asco-sponsors of wetlands 
legislation (H.R. 1330) intro- 
duced recently by Rep. 
Jimmy Hayes (D-La.). 

The bill isa much-needed 
effort to establish clear and 
comprehensive wetlands 
policy in the United States, 
said American Farm Bureau 
Federation President Dean 
Kleckner ina letter to louse 
members.

Hi. R 1330 1s a “positive, 
deliberative and rational pro- 
posal to respond to the prob- 
lemsincurrent law that have 
caused the groundswell of 
controversy over wetlands 
regulation,” Kleckner said.

The 42nd Annual Na- 
tional Land, Pasture and 
Range Judging Contest will 
be held near Oklahoma City 
on May 4-6, according to 
Kathleen Diehl, public af 
fairs specialist, USDA Soil 
Conservation Service. Over 
1,000 students and adults 
from more than 30 states 
are expected to compete in 
the contest 

The contest is divided 
into three judging events. 
land judging, pasture and 
range judging, and homesite 
evaluation. 

Each event has three 
divisions: Future Farmers 
of America, 4-H and Adult. 
Contestants will evaluate 
topsoil, subsoil, slopes, and 
other characteristics and 
recommend treatment to 
improve the land for cer- 
tain purposes. 

Trophies and medals will 
be awarded to teams and 
high score individuals 
States detennine the teams 
that compete in the contest 
by holding local and area 
contests. Area FFA Land 
Judging Teams have trav- 
eled to Oklahoma to com 
pete several times over the 
years. 

The contest 1s sponsored 
by the Oklahoma Associa- 
tion of Conservation Dis 
tricts in cooperation with 
the Oklahoma City Cham. 
ber of Commerce, Oklahoma 
Farmers Union, and state 
conservation associations 
and agricultural groups 
across the nation. Addi- 
tional information about the 
contest 1s available from lo- 
cal Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice offices. 

The contest began as a 
“brainstorm” more than 40 
years ago. Today, itis aone- 
of-a-kind national educa 
tional event. The contest 
was organized by a handful 

of individuals who envi- 
sioned a land judging con- 
test similar to livestock 
judging. They set out to de- 
termine what svil proper- 
ties and conditions could be 
judged and developed pro- 
cedures for the contest 

The first contest was 
held in 1943 and billed as 
the “Soil Rodeo.” Similar 
local and state events were 
soon organized throughout 
the nation. In 1951, only 
eight yearslater, Oklahoma 
City radio station WKY 
sponsored the first national 
contest. Pasture and range 
judging contests were added 
four years later. The 
homesite evaluation contest 
was added in 1972. In 1955 
foreign countries were rep- 
resented at the contest for 
the first time. Since then, 
29 nations have partici- 
pated. As many as 16 na- 
tiona were represented one 
year 

The continuing success 
of the contest can be attrib- 
uted annually to the enthu- 
siasm of the more than 100 

dedicated people who com- 
prise 23 key committees 
‘These volunteers are re- 
sponsible for the myriad of 
activities and tasks that are 
required when nearly 1000 
contestants and sponsors 
come to Oklahoma City for 
the competition.

Formed in 1943, the 
Garrett Soil Conservation 
District 18 observing 50 
years of soil conservation 
Its also been 50 years since 
the beginning of a coopera 
tive effort by county farm- 
ers tocontrol erosion with a 
conservation practice called 
stripcropping. Today it is 
obvious when observing 
Garrett County landscape 
that stripcropping isstill the 
number one soil saving prac- 
tice used by farmersoncrop- 
land. 

Back in the early forties 
local Soil Conservationist 
Bill Nace got some county 
farmers interested in the 
concept of planting crops 
across the slope in strips to 
control erosion. Soon it be- 
came apparent that strip- 
cropping was being accepted 
by more and more farmers 
asan important part of their 
farming operation, particu- 
larly in the Accident area. 

Accident farmer Clark 
Kolb remembers plowing in 
strips with horses on his 
land. “Some of the first fields 
I remember being contour 
stripped was on the Foster 
Yost farm,” recalls Kolb. 
Yost, Kolb and some other 
local farmers realized back 
in the forties that they 
needed a practice like 
stripcropping to control ero- 
sion and conserve their 
farmland. In 1951 Yost sold 
the farm to John Schlos- 
nagle. When the ownership 
of cropland changes some- 
times soil conserving prac- 
tices like contour strips are 
abandoned by the new 
owner. That didn’t happen 
when Yost sold his land to 


Schlosnagle. °I liked the 
way the farm was laid out 
in strips,” recalls Schlos- 
nagle, “so | kept itthat way,” 
andthe stripsare still there 
today 

Soil Conservation Tech- 
nician Butch Millerexplains 
the benefits of stripcropping 
and why it is still the num- 
ber one soil conserving prac- 
tice used on cropland in 
Garrett County. 


“First of all,” says Miller, 
“It’s a very cost effective 
practice You don’t have to 
buy anything like new 
equipmentor pay acontrac- 
tor to install them.” A hand 
level and some flags are all 
that’s needed and the 
Garrett Soil Conservation 
District will provide them 

Stripcropping a fieldcan 
cut erosion rates in half, 
and if the strips are on the 
contour, soil movement can 
be reduced even more. Ro- 
tating crops sothat hay isin 
the strips adjacent to com 
adds to controlling the run- 
off. When waterrunning off 
of fields 1s controlled, not 
only soil is saved but plant 
nutrients from manure and 
fertilizer are also conserved 
for crop production. 

With strips there is also 
the added advantage of 
more flexibility when ad- 
Justing acreage for the crops 
grown. For example, if a 
farmer hasone 12-acre field 
planted tocorm, it might not 
have been necessary to 
plant all 12 acres in corm to 
have the total acres needed 
that year. But if the farmer 
had that 12-acre field in 
three or four strips, it would

be much easier to adjust his 
acreage by having three or 
four acres in each strip 
Miller says that contour 
strips are best for control- 
ling runoff but it’s not al- 
ways practical to contour 
every field on a farm. Field 
stripping 1s a good second 
choice. They are usually laid 
out across the general slope 
in even widths about 126 
feed wide. Miller claimsthat 
he sometimesuses both con- 
touring and field stripping 
in the same field. He admits 
there are some fields where

neither kind of strips work 
very well. Sometimesit’s not 
practical to strip every acre 
in every field, however, 
sometimes it’s not practical 
to plow every acre ina field 
or plant up and down the 
hill. On cropland where 
stripping just doesn’t seem 
practical, such as very small 
fields, maybe the more rea- 
sonable soil and plant nu- 
trient saving practices 
would be a rotation with 
less corm and more hay, or 
when planting row crops use 
no-till. 


Farmers whohave fields 
where they are considering 
stripcropping and would 
like help with the lay out 
can call the Garrett Soil 
Conservation District (334-

Sweet Corn I\pes—The Supersweets 
by Dr Franklin Schales, University of Maryland 

There are three main types of sweet corn grown commer- 
cially These three groups are 

1 Sugenotype (sugary, normal, or standard) en- 
dosperm. Varieties of this type have been grown commer- 
cially for many years They include Golden Crosa Bantam, 
NK-199, Silver Queen and Gold Cup. Sugar content of fresh 
kernels ranges from 2-4% for most vaneties, although some 
varieties, such as Silver Queen, may be higher. Disadvan- 
tages of su varieties include rapid conversion of sugar to 
starch and kemel shrinkage due to rapid moisture loss. For 
optimum quality at time of sale, su vaneties must be 
harvested at their peak of quality, cooled rapidly, and 
marketed within one or two days after harvesting 

2 Se of sugary enhancer genotype. This mutation 
for intermediate elevated sugar type was developed at the 
Unversity of Ihnois during the ten year penod 1967-77 
Sugar content in fresh kemels ranges from 3-5%. Varieties 
of this type also are characterized by rapid conversion of 
sugar to starch, but the initial higher sugar content makes 
it possible to maintain quality in harvested ears somewhat 
longer than with su varieties Commercial se varieties 
include Snowbelle, Silverado, Silverette and Alpine. 

3. She2(Shrunken-2Zor supersweet) genotype. This 
type of sweet corn was developed at the University of Illinois 
during the 1950s. For many years supersweet vaneties were 
not widely grown because varieties available were charac- 
tenzed by poor germination, tough pericarp, and a sweet but 
watery taste since the kernels did not contain water soluble 
polysacchandes. The main advantages of the supersweet 
varieties were the high sugar content in tresh keels (5- 
11%), and a very slow rate of sugar loss, These two charac- 
tenstics make it possible to hurvest high quality corn over a 
longer time trom each planting date, and extends the 
shipping, storage, and shelf life 

There has been increased emphasis by sweet corn breed- 
ers during recent years to develop improved supersweet 
vanities. Some of the improvements include greater toler- 
ance to low soil temperatures at planting time, more uniform 
germination, emergence and seedling growth, improved ear 

appearance, and changes in kernel texture from “tough” to 
cnsp 
Cultural Recommendations 

Since many sweet corn growers have had limited or no 
expenence growing supersweet varieties, the following sug- 
gestions are offered 

First of all, if you have never grown the supersweets, go 
easy on how much you plant Dont switch completely to 
supersweet varieties until you learn how to grow them 

The seeds of supersweets are different in many impor- 
tant ways from su and se types. It is much smaller, more 
wrinkled, and is much more likely to be damaged by rough 


handling than other types of corn seed. Handle supersweet 
seed like eggs! Do not drop bags of seed, fill planter hoppers 
carefully, and plant with a precision type planter rather 
than with plate or finger planters 
Planting with a precision planter will help in getting a 
uniform stand. but a lot of other factors affect stand unifor- 
mity These include: 
1 Soil insects such as seed corn maggots and wire worms 
2. Soil conditions at planting time. It 1s absolutely essen- 
tial to have nearly perfect soil conditions in order to attain 
uniform germination and emergence Do not plant until the 
90:1 temperature at mid-day 1s 69 degrees F or above at the 
4-inch depth. Soil moisture level should be near field capac- 
ity and planting depth should not be more than 1" inch, but 
may range from '% to 1 inch, depending on conditions 
3. The seed 1s small, contains sugar instead of starch, and 
the seed coat 1s conducive to leaching losses of sugar, which 
may encourage disease activity. The loss of sugar from the 
seed not only encourages the growth of disease-causing 
organisms, but rapid emergence and growth Planting seeds 
treated with fungicides will help reduce losses caused by 
soil-borne diseases It is extremely important to have condi- 
tions that will result in very rapid uniform germination and 
emergence of the seedlings Lack of uniformity in seedling 
emergence and growth will result in uneven maturity of ears 
at harvest time 
Isolation Requirements for Supersweet Varieties 
Pollination of supersweetcom by othertypes of com will result 
in starchy kernels To avoid this, separate supersweet plantings 
from other ty pes by 350 feet or by allowing for aten day difference 
in maturity for adjacent plantings 
Summary 
In summary. remember that supersweet seeds are different 
To get maximum performance and satisfaction from supersweet 
varieties, Lake all necessary steps to assure rapid, uniform 
germination and emergence Avoid using herbicides to which 
supersweet varieties may be sensitive, and provide optimum 
fertility In general, nitrogen should be supplied in 2-3 split 
applications 
The supersweets can provide you with high quality sweet comm 
that will hold high quality longer in the field, in storage. and on 
retail display Consumer survey have shown that peopledo prefer 
supersweet varieties

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Cautionary Notice 
Issued Concerning 
Deep Creek Level 


The recent snowmelt and 
resulting runoff has prompt- 
ed the Deep Creek Lake 
Recreation Area staff to 
issue a cautionary notice 
regarding lake levels. The 
reservoir level was at or very 
near the full summer 
recreational pool elevation at 
the end of March, according 
to a spokesperson. 

This high level combined 
with the presence of ice on 
the lake is apparently 
causing damage to dock 
facilities that have been 
stored close to the water 
line. 

"I've seen several instanc- 
es where boats, canoes, and 
dock sections have drifted 
into the open water between 
the ice and the shoreline,” 
said Paul Durham. recre- 
ation manager. “It is very 
important that lake property 
owners check and secure 
anything that they have 
stored on the edge of the 
buffer strip.” 

Durham noted that the 
lake levels may continue to 
rise an additional one to two 
feet, depending on weather 
conditions. 

Penelec personnel at the 
Deep Creek Power Station 
registered a lake elevation of 

2460.9 feet. Full summer 
pool is 2463 feet. The power 
plant has been running 
generators 24 hours a day 
since March 27 in order to 
stabilize the lake level, the 
spokesperson said.

State And Private Land Exchange 
Proposal Opposed By Sierra Club 


A proposal being consid- 
ered by the Maryland De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) that would 
involve the exchange of 800 
acres of state forest property 
with 200 acres of adjacent 
private property has been 
formally opposed by the 
Potomac Chapter, Western 
Maryland Group of the Sier- 
ra Club. 

According to Glen Besa, 
co-chairperson of the Sierra 
Club Conservation Commit- 
tee, 800 acres housed in 
Potomac‘Garrett State For- 
est and 200 acres, located 
just south of 1-68 and owned 
by James Oberhouse, are the 
two parcels of land under 
consideration. 

Upon learning of the 
proposal, Besa penned a 
letter to various state offi- 
cials on behalf of the Sierra 
Club. Besa’s letter express- 
ing opposition to the plan 
stated, “We understand that 
the principal motivation for 
this deal is the interest of 
the private parties in exploit- 
ing the significant coal and 
timber reserves on the state 
property.” 

The Sierra Club has also 
requested that the state be 
forthcoming with more de- 
tailed information about the 
plan and that the club be 
provided with answers to 
various concerns the group 
sees as potential reasons 
why the proposal should not 
move forward. Included in 
those requests were a call for 
the status update of the 
proposal, information about 
whether or not the Poto- 
mac'Garrett State Forest 
Advisory Committee has 
been advised, details about 
whether or not an environ- 
mental impact study is 
planned, and a request to 
inspect all the pertinent 
records in the proposed 
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transaction, including the 
appraised value of each of 
the parcels. 

The proposal, however, 
has received seals of approv 
al from the District 1 Sena- 
tor John J. Hafer, District 1- 
A Delegate George C. Ed- 
wards, and the Garrett 
County Commissioners. 

"This is a win'win situa- 
tion for the state as well as 
for the county,” stated Dele- 
gate Edwards, who also 
explained that the proposal 
is not the first of its kind to 
have been considered by 
DNR. "It just #0 happens 
that this one has progressed 
farther than other propos- 
als,” he said. 

Edwards also noted that 
DNR has expressed an inter- 
est in the Oberhouse proper- 
ty for some time and that 
other parties have expressed 
the same interest. The Ober- 
house property is bordered 
on three sides by Savage 
River State Forest and is 
adjacent to a hiking trail 
there 

He stressed that the state 
land parcel, if mined by 
Oberhouse, would have to be 
restored according to state 
and federal standards, which 
would include the reclama- 
tion of any new or old min- 
ing sites. That 800-acre 
parcel would then be deeded 
back to the state, according

Granted By State 


Garrett County students 
and teachers have been 
granted a reprieve concern- 
ing snow days this year, 
according to Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage, superintendent of 
Garrett County Schools 
While the recent adverse 
weather has caused the 
closing of county schools for 
13 days thus far, the system 
will be required to make up 
just 10 of those days. Mem- 
bers of the Garrett County 
Board of Education met last 
Thursday and voted to re- 
quest the three-day waiver of 
the state educetion board, 
and received “unofficial 
word” yesterday that the 
request has been granted 

The board asked for the 
waiver for various reasons, 
including the fact that sever- 
al summer activities begin 
for students during the week 
of June 21. Without the 
waiver, school would have 
been in session until June 
23, which would cut into 
continuing education for 
teachers, several scheduled 
camps for students, and 
planned vacations for others. 
With the waiver, students 
and teachers will finish the 
year on June 18. 

At the beginning of each 
school year, Ryscavage ex- 
plained, the school calendar 
has 10 snow days included. 
If the days are not used, 
they are cut off the end of 
the year. Thus, if no school 
days had been canceled this 
year, the students would 
have been released on June 4. 

While Ryscavage was 
pleased with the state 
board’s granted reprieve, he 
noted his concern about the 
disruption caused by this 
vear's weather. 

"It has not been a good 
year. Everyone is behind in 
the curriculum, and many 
changes have had to be 
made,” he said. “The disrup- 
tion of the missed days has 
really caused problems.” 

Ryscavage also expressed 
some anxiety about the re- 
mainder of the year and 
other possible storms. 

“We have canceled schdol 
for flooding in the past. That 
is certainly a possibility in 
the next few months. We 
will have serious difficulties 
if school is canceled for any 
reason from now until the 
end of the year,” he said.

There ts a heart-wrenching -tory in the national 
media this week concerning a child custody battle in 
Towa and Michigan 

It seems that an unwed woman had a hahy over two 
years ago and immediately put the child up for 
adoption On the adoption papers, the woman put the 
name of a man she claimed was the father However, 
he was not the father and she haa since marmmed the 
true biological father of. the child The mother and the 
real father began proceedings to get custody of the 
child and a Michigan court this week granted that 
custody, apparently determining that the biological 
father had the mght to custody since he never agreed 
to putting the child up for adoption. 

Meanwhile, the couple who adopted the little girl 
over two years ago, who have actually been the parents 
ofthe child and have provided a good, loving home for 
her, are obviously devastated by the court's decision. 
Their daughter was literally yanked away from them 
almost as if she were suddenly killed in an accident. 

It seems to us that the laws concerning parenthood 
are in need of drastic revision. We place entirely too 
much emphasis on the "nghte” ofthe biological parents 
of children, and little or no regard for the mghts and 
welfare of the child children in question. The court in 
this case obviously was not at all concerned about the 
effect its decision would have on this child. If. all 
appeals by the adopting parents fail, she will most 
likely be deeply and irreparably harmed 

It takes just one brief. sexual encounter to create a 
baby. There is certainly no “skill” or special training 
involved It takes a whole lot more to be a good parent, 
however, and it’s past time for our judicial system to 
recognize that fact and take into greater consideration 
the mghts of the children involved. This biological 
mother, in good faith, gave up her child and knowingly 
or unknowingly falsified the papers by mia-identifying 
the father. She should not be permitted to renege on 
that agreement and the hiological father should be 
torced to accept the situation. 

We hope the case reaches the Supreme Court and is 
ultimately settled appropriately. In the meantime, we 
hope public outrage over this matter is both loud and 
swift.

The abuse of alcohol and 
other drugs by parents, par 
ticularly mothers, consti- 
tutes a senous problem for 
children and youth in Mary- 
land. Rising numbersof child 
abuse and neglect reports, 
infants born drug-affected or 
addicted, children infected 
with HIV and youngsters 
who are homeless or aban- 
doned are severely straining 
public and private resources 
dedicated to children and 
families in our state 

It is important that Mary 
landers be knowledgeable 
about the causes and effects 
of substance abuse and child 
maltreatment. Some facts to 
keep in mind are: 

* Child abuse and neglect 
and alcohol and other drug 
abuse are widespread prob- 
lems occurmng in all socio- 
economic, ethnic and racial 
groups. People of color and 
whites, the disadvantaged 
and the affluent. newborns 
and grandparents are all 
touched by child maltreat- 
ment and substance abuse. 

* Child abuse and neglect 
and alcohol and other drug 
abuse are interrelated with 
personal, social andeconomic 
factors. 

* Child abuse and neglect 
usually occur as a result of 
frustration, failure and de- 
spair rather than as willful, 


premeditated behavior 
Child maltreatment is pri- 
manly a social problem. 

* Chemical dependency is 
a disease. Dependence on 
alcohol and other drugs can 
be arrested, but not cured 
Relapsing 1s a charactenstic 
of this disease and should 
not be considered as a fail- 
ure. Alcohol and other drug 
abuse is, by nature. progres 
sive, chronic and, if left 
untreated, often fatal. 

* Child maltreatment and 
substance abuse can both be 
prevented.

surrounds cases of physical and sexual abuse. 

There are many reasons for this tragic situation. When 
compared to other threats to children, such as physical and 
sexual abuse, drugs. or AIDS, child neglect does not seem to 
demand the same attention and resources. Neglect does not 
involve the dramatic incidents and outrageous acts that 
shock and mobilize people, or make good scripts for TV 
movies or talk shows. Lastly, theré is no group of survivors 
who has raised protests to help eradicate neglect. This may 
be the ultimate evidence of the destructiveness of neglect: by 
killing the spirit of children, neglect - perhaps more than 
any other condition -- puts our children at risk of serious, 
and often irreversible, developmental consequences. 

When most people think of neglect they envision child 
abandonment. Other forms of child neglect include physical 
neglect, medical neglect, emotional neglect, nutritional 
neglect, social neglect, and educational neglect 

The treatment of neglect is seldom successful, requires 
substantial resources, and does not stem the flow of new 
cases of neglect; therefore, it is essential to consider means 
of preventing neglect before it occurs. Poverty is one of the 
root causes of child neglect. Because poverty affects all 
aspects of life, prevention of neglect must include broad and 
well-coordinated efforts aimed at health, housing, education, 
job preparation, family planning, and basic hume economics. 
Garrett County has been attempting to address these issues 
through the Office for Children, Youth, and Families 
(OCYF). Among other things, the board of OCYF is 
attempting to maximize family-centered, home and 
community-based services, including Inter-agency case 
management. The board is also working to shift Garrett 
County’s health, education, and social service programs in 
the direction of prevention and early intervention. Another 
group addressing this issue through public awareness is the 
Garrett County Children and Family Council. This group 
meets on the first Wednesday of each month, at 3 p.m., at 
the Garrett County Board of Education, and everyone 
interested is invited to attend. More information may be 
obtained by calling 334-5030. 

In conclusion, child neglect is the responsibility of 
everyone in the community. We must all be involved and 
work together in order to eradicate child neglect in Garrett 
County. If not we will all continue paying the price for our 
own neglect of this problem.

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Health Care Bill 
Likely To Pass 


A health reform bill that 
seeks to make medical 
insurance more widely 
available to the state's 
citizens has been easily 
approved by the Senate, and 
along with a House version 
of the bill, a compromise is 
likely, according to reports. 

While opponents argue 
that the bill will result in 
higher health care costs, 
proponents have stated that 
the reform will help to 
stabilize costs in the long 
run. 

The two versions of the 
measure are scheduled to be 
debated this week by a joint 
conference committee and, if 
passed, the bill would set a 
precedent among the states, 
Reports indicate that the 
Clinton administration is 
keeping close tabs on the 
Progress of the bill, as are 
news media outlets from 
around the nation. 

Perhaps the most 
controversial component of 
the House version (HB 1359) 
-- and one that has resulted 
in protests from doctors’ 
groups - is a clause which

request was an effort to save 
taxpayers’ dollars by not 
allowing an authorized per- 
son to be charged with tres- 
passing if the worker has 
reason to believe that animal 
rights are being violated. 


In other words, the exist- 
ing law has already estab- 
lished that an animal rights 
official may not be “liable to 
any action” in the course of 





entering private property 
and providing care or remov- 
ing animals that are believed 
to be improperly cared for. 


Committee Kills 
Cigarette Bill 


A bill that was intended 
to discourage the purchase of 
cigarettes by minors in the 
state has been killed by the 
House Judiciary Committee 
The bill would have required 
that retailers be fined up to 
$5,000 for the offense. 

Reports indicate that the 
bill was defeated because of 
an amendment added by the 
committee allowing local 
governments the power to 
pass smoking restrictions 
that are reportedly more 
stringent than state laws 

The bill was sponsored by 
the Schaefer administration.

to the provisions of the pro- 
posal, he said. 

The proposal in question,

Nelson confirmed that 
DNR, indeed, has had a 
long-standing interest in the 
tract of land, known as Mt.

If a formal proposal is made 
by Oberhouse and, as writ- 
ten, is accepted by DNR for 
consideration, the depart- 
ment would then proceed 
with the lengthy process of a 
"vigorous internal and exter- 
nal” evaluation of the respec- 
tive monetary values of the 
two parcels and an environ- 
mental impact study. 

"We didn’t spend time 
and energy creating advisory 
committees for the state 
forests for no reason,” said 
Nelson, who also noted that 
the proposal would become 
the subject of public hear- 
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ings throughout the state, 
and would have to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Pub-

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner John Braskey voiced 
his approval of the proposal, 
stating, “This is a good deal 
for everybody.

Yeh, un-huh, 
that’s it.” 

Paddle Renown, spokes- 
person for the DNR police, 
explained that her depart- 
ment had received an anony- 
mous memo that there had 
been such an incident and 
that they felt it was not in 
their best interest to inter- 
vene in a case that was obvi- 
ously another department’s 
case. 

Oakland Police Chief 
John K. Sinus stated, "It’s 
hard to say in whose juris- 
diction this heinous crime 
was committed. One thing 
for sure is that it reportedly 
happened in air space over 
Garrett County. At least 
that’s what Bobby Esline 
told us and he knows every- 
thing. We questioned him 
and he said there was a fatal 
stabbing. And he himself 
said there were no injuries. 
One can’t just ignore these 
kinds of reports, you know.” 

Even though there were 
no injuries reported in this 
hideous, senseless crime, 
State’s Attorney James 
‘Rainbow" Sherbet intends to 
prosecute the perpetrators to 
the fullest extent of the law. 
‘Whether or not there were 
injuries in this case is irrele- 
vant,” he shouted. "A crime 
is a crime and someone is 
going to pay for it” 

Gurt County Circuit

Rackground Scripture: 

John 13:1-20 
Devotional Reading: 

John 13:31.% 

Time and again in John's 
Gospel someone whom Jesus 
encounters seems to niusunder- 
etand what he is saying and 
doing. In dohn 3, when Jesus 
anid,” unlessone isborn anew, 
he cannot see the kingdom of 
jod,” Nicodemus asks, “How 
can a man be born when he 1s 
old?” (John 3:3,-4) 

Nicodemus’ misunderstand- 
ing give Jesus the opportunity 
to emphasize the point he is 
making 

In John 13 it 1s Peter who 
misses the point. When Jesus 
comes to wash Peter's feet, he 
protests, “You shall never wash 
my feet'” In Peters mind it is 
demeaning for Jesus the 
Teacher to stoop to wash their 
feel, performing a task meant 
for servants. We can under. 
stand why Peter reacted as he 
did--it. seemed all wrong for 
Jesus tohumble himselfso. And. 
in light of the values which 
prevail in our world today, it 
would still be “all wrong.” 

What Peter did not under- 
stand then and what we often 
do not realize today is that 
humble service is not degrad- 
ing when love is our motive. 
Love is the key. John says of 
Jesus, “having loved his own 
who were in the world, he loved 
them to the end* (13:1b). Hav- 
ing said this. John goes on to 
tell us that he “poured water 
into a basin and began to wash 
the disciples’ feet...°(13:5). In 
this actof humble service he did 
not tell them of his love, he 
showed them 

PETER JUMPED 

So, when Peter tries to dis- 
suade him, Jesus says: “If I do 
not wash you, you have no part 
in me™ (13:8). To reject this 


nervier, says Jesus, is to resect 
his love So, Peter, always im 
pulsively jumping to conclu- 
sions, jumps to a hasty one 
“Lord, not my feet only but also 
my hands and my head'” And 
once ngain Peter has misunder 
atood: this is not about getting 
one’s feet washed, but about 
accepting the love that is being 
offerad. The washing of the feet 
isonly a sign. Once again Jesus 
has to explain: “He who has 
bathed does not need to wash; 
but he is clean all over” (13:10). 
When Christ gives his love to 
us, we don't have to measure it 
or ask to double the dose The 
benefit 18 not in how much of 
the body Jesus washes; this isa 
qualitative act, not a quantita- 
tive one 

Perhaps hardest to under- 
stand for Peter is that he ex: 
pected them to do it too. “If I 
then, your Iard and Teacher. 
have washed your feet, you also 
ought to wash one another's 
feet.” Let's not misunderstand, 
Jesus is not saying that 
footwashing is to Lecome nor- 
mative for his disciples, but 
humble service is. The foot 
washing was just the outward 
example. The love is the inner 
reality 

TRYIT 

This is what 1s expected 
among hisdisciples “For Ihave 
given you an example, that you 
also should do as 1 havedone to 
you.” Jesus overturns our hu- 
man ideas and values, which 
are based upon getting,” not 
“giving” 

Jesus goes on to say some- 
thing even more surprising: “If 
you k now these things, blessed 
are you if you do them” (13:17). 
If we humbly serve others, we 
willbe happy. “Blessed” means 
“happy” or “fortunate.” We think 
these things will degrade us, 
but Jesus assures us that they 
will uplift us. We are not de- 
meaned by performing hum- 
bling tasks, but blessed. Ac- 
cording to the world's values, 
being served makes us happy 
According to Jesus, serving is 
what brings us happiness. He 
not only said that, but he dem- 
onstrated it. Rendering humble 
service to others: is that any 
way to be happy? Why not try it 
and find out for yourself?

fictitious town, a fictitious 
plant ~ says Perkins “But it ts 
all based on true stories ” 

In virtually all of the real 
life cases. the concern over 
birth defects was a valid one 

“Hut these plants were mak 
Ing assumptions about women 
tn the workplace and were do 
ing no comparable studies on 
the men,” says Perkins “Men 
sometimes feel that reproduc 
tively they are immune. and 
that's just not true There were 
several cases of men who 
worked in these plants whose 
wives were giving birth to de- 
formed children The bottom 
line ts that tf it’s unsafe for 
women. it's unsafe for men” 

Many of these cases began 
in the late-'70s, when women 
were moving into jobs tradt- 
tronally held by men 

“A lot of times this specific 
issue was used as manipula- 
tion in an attempt to get wom- 
en to quit.” says Perkins “ ‘I 
never really thought they'd go 
through with it’ That was the 
claim a lot of the time ~ 

What the women didnt 
know in “For Their Own Good” 
(and in several of the real 
cases) was that they were go- 
ing to lose their jobs anyway 
Vians were already atoat to 
shut down their department 

One of the difficulties for 
these women was that they 
really felt they had nowhere to 
turn.” says Perkins “The plant 
was the only money that was 
coming tnto the county You 
didn't have any local lawyers 
or even State lawyers some- 
times that are willing to go 
up against them The thing 
that [ like about our story 1s 
that we present an option We 
attempt to say that there are 
places that you can go This ts 
hot acceptable behavior ”

Marland was a man of in-

Goldstein said Many of 
these taxpayers are waiting 
to file their federal income 
tax returns until close to the 
April 15 tax dealline 

Unfortunately, some of 
these taxpayers may mistak- 
enly believe that they will 
also owe additional Maryland 
tax because of the withhold- 
ing change.” said Goldstein 
“However, the change in 
federal withholding had no 
Hupact on stat taxes, This 
means that some taxpayers 
could be using their Mary- 
land tax refund to help pay

About 70% of Mar larid’a 
taxpayers receive refunds 
The current average refund 
check is $367 

Goldstein said those tax- 
payers who are just now 
realizing that they are due a 
refund from the atate of 
Maryland should consider 
electronic filing for an excep- 
tionally quick turnaround of: 
the refund check 

“Last year we put a re- 
fund check in the mail three 
days after receiving a valid 
electronically-filed return,” 
Goldstein said “This means 
there 1s still time for taxpay- 
ers to file electronically 
through one of the more 
than 400 professional tax 
preparers participating in 
the Maryland program An 
electronically filed return is 
not subject to the delavs 
caused by the mass of re- 
turns filed in April.” 

In addition to the rapid 
turnaround of refund checks, 
the Maryland electronic 
filing program saves taxpay- 
ers dollars because it elimi- 
nates the labor intensive 
step of entering information 
from the tax return into the 
computer.

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Students To Help 
Implement Student 


Service Requirement 

State Superintendent of 
Schools Nancy Grasmick has 
announced the creation of a 
statewide student advisory 
group to assist in the imple- 
mentation of Maryland's 
new student service require- 
ment 

Dr. Grasmick explained 
that the new group will 
provide state and local policy 
makers the benefit of stu- 
dents’ experience in service 
learning as they develop 
plans for implementing the 
service requirement. 

“The student perspective 
can be valuable in the devel- 
opment and implementation 
of effective service learning 
programs,” Dr. Grasmick 
said. 

The new student group is 
called Youth RISE! and 
consists of 26 students in 
grades 8 to 11 selected by 
the Maryland Student Ser- 
vice Alliance of the State 
Department of Education. 
The students recently com- 
pleted a weekend training 
session conducted by the 
Alliance. 

Last July, the Maryland 
State Board of Education 
passed a new high school 
graduation bylaw for stu- 
dents entering ninth grade 
in 1993.

Oil Recycling 
Effort Collects 
500,000 Gal. 


Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources Sec- 
retary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., announced this week 
that the Maryland Used Oil 
Recycling Program, man- 
aged by the Maryland En- 
vironmental Service(MES), 
collected 509,000 gallons of 
used motor oil in 1992. This 
record-breaking volume 
represents 55 percent more 
than the amount collected 
in 1991 

“The Maryland Environ- 
mental Service is a leader 
in the field of recycling,” 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer said. “The recy- 
cling of used oil and anti- 
freeze 1s an important step 
in making our state cleaner 
and safer.” 

Since the program be- 
gan in late 1988, do-it-your- 
self used oil collection cen- 
ters have increased from 44 
to 170 locations. Because of 
overwhelming public re- 
sponse to the Used Oil Re- 
cycling Program, MES 
implemented a first of its 
kind statewide Used Anti- 
freeze Recycling Program 
Used antifreeze collection 
centers are available at 127 
locations statewide. 

“Recycling preserves 
this valuable, non-renew- 
able resource and eradicates 
illegal dumping which can 
contaminate sources of 
drinking water and be ex- 
tremely harmful to the en- 
vironment,” the governor 
noted. 

MES cautioned that used 
motor oil and used anti- 
freeze should never be 
mixed together or with 
other substances. Do-it- 
yourselfers are reminded 
that careless mixing can 
create hazardous waste 
which 1s not recyclable. To 
recycle used oil and used 
antifreeze, simply drain 
used oil or antifreeze into a 
non-breakable, reusable 
container, which are avail- 
able at most automobile 
parts stores for less than 
$10, secure with a lid and 
take to the nearest collec- 
tion site 

Toencourage public par- 
ticipation in these recycling 
programs, MES provides 
educational materials and 
assists the public in locat- 
ing used oil and antifreeze 
collection sites.

Mid-Winter Bird 
Count Totals 
‘Are Announced 


Thirty-three observers 
rbserved a total of 107.25 
hours and traveled 534.55 
tiles to record 7,074 birds of 
55 species in the recent Mid- 
Winter Bird County in Gar- 
rett County, according to 


Fran Pope, compiler. Fifty- 
one hours were spent count- 
ing birds at bird feeders. 
The top 10 birds (by 
numbera seen) were: Ameri- 
can crow, 3,657; European 
starling, 805; mallard, 432; 
black-capped chickadee, 319; 
dark-eyed (slate-colored) 
junco, 297; house finch, 191; 
mourning dove, 161; Canada 
goose, 135; pine siskin, 133; 


and American goldfinch, 109. 
The most unusual bird 
sighted for the day was a 
northern shrike, rarely re- 
corded in Garrett County. 
Deepite most of the water 
on lakes and ponds being 
froxen, enough open water 
was available to add several 
species of waterbirds to the 
count including coots, a 
grebe, two kinds of geese, 


seven kinds of ducks. 

Even in the middle of 
winter, a robin and mocking- 
bird were counted, as well as 
eight Carolina wrens, Pope 
said. 

This is the fifth consecu- 
tive year of the Garrett 
County Mid-Winter Bird 
Count, part of a state-wide 
effort by the Maryland Orni- 
thological Society (MOS) to 


document birds that are 
present in the midst of win- 
ter. Results of this count will 
be published by MOS. 

The next bird count sche- 
duled for Garrett County 
will be a county-wide May 
Bird Count on Saturday, 
May 8. This will be part of 
the 2nd Annual North Am- 
ericens Migration Count. For

Weatherization 
Provided To 173 
By PE, Agencies 


The Potomac Edison 
Company, in cooperation 
with participating communi- 
ty agencies, provided weath- 
erization assistance to 173 
low-income residential cus- 
tomers in Maryland, Virginia 
and West Virginia last year, 
according to a release from 
PE. The company’s Weather- 
ization Residential Assis- 
tance Program (WRAP) 
completed 115 percent of its 
1992 goal and is well on its 
way to achieving its 1993 
objective of 150 homes, ac- 
cording to Susan Tuckwell, 
Potomac Edison director of 
customer relations. 

"The program’s primary 
objective is to provide rela- 
tively inexpensive weatheri- 
zation for the residences of 
income eligible customers 
who otherwise may not be 
able to afford the investment 
of proper thermal treatment 
for their homes,” Mrs. Tuck- 
well said. "The program also 
helps to educate our custom- 
ers about energy conserva- 
tion, to eliminate high bill 
complaints and to prevent 
customers from falling be- 
hind in payment of their 
electric bills.” 

Now in its eighth season, 
the WRAP program provides 
funds to help low-income 
electric heat customers re- 
duce energy costs by apply- 
ing weatherization and other 
energy-saving measures in 
and around the home. 

‘Through WRAP, we've 
been able to help 1,153 cus- 










tomers reduce their energy 
use and lower their bills 
while improving the comfort 
of their homes,” said Mrs. 
Tuckwell. "Of the 1,153 
customers who have benefit- 
ted from WRAP, 395 live in 
Maryland, 168 in Virginia 
and 590 in West Virginia.” 

More than a dozen aasis- 
tance agencies in the com- 
pany’s three-state service 
area work with Potomac 
Edison to offer the WRAP 
program, Tuckwell ex- 
plained. These agencies 
determine whether custom- 
ers qualify for energy assis- 
tance. Those customers who 
meet state low-income ener- 
gy assistance guidelines 
receive a free energy audit 
provided by a local weatheri- 
zation agency. Local 
weatherization personnel use 
blower doors and state 
guidelines to accurately 
access the actual thermal 
treatment measurers needed 
for a particular home. 

‘By using a blower door, 
the agency can now deter- 
mine how much air leakage 
a home is subjected to, both 
before and after energy-sav- 
ing measures have been 
installed,” said Mrs. Tuck- 
well. This technique detects 
where warm air escapes in 
winter so that necessary 
measures can be addressed 
to curb wasted energy. 

As part of the WRAP 
program, participating cus- 
tomers also receive a home 
energy survey to evaluate 
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what types of energy effi- 
ciency improvements are 
needed, including insulated 
water heater jackets, electri- 
cal outlet draft seals, door 
sweeps and low-flow shower- 
heads. 

“The WRAP program also 
enables Potomac Edison 
funds to be used by a partici- 
pating agency to purchase 
caulking, weatherstripping, 
ceiling, wall and/or floor 
insulation, storm windows 
and other materials that will 
decrease the home's con- 
sumption, Mrs. Tuckwell, 
said. 

In an effort to identify 
the program’s effectiveness, 


Potomac Edison surveyed 
WRAP participants of the 
last two years 

"The surveys we have 
received indicate that the 
WRAP program scores high- 
ly among those whio have 
participated Generally, cus- 
tomers noted that the pro- 
gram has made a difference 
for them in their electric 
bills and in the comfort of 
their homes,” noted Mrs. 
Tuckwell.

The combined effect of a 
prope-edenergy tax and cuts 
in agricultural spending 
would impair the ability of 
US agrculture to -ompete 
in world markets and lead to 
reduced farm income. Farm 
Bureau test.fied before a 
House Agriculture subcom 
mittee last week 

"This directly conflicts 
with the duns ton farm policy 
has been followmyg. which 
recognizes that a prosperous 
agncultural sector must be 
responsive to competition 
around the world,” Michigan 
Farm Bureau Pres:dentJack 
Laune told the House 
culture general commodities 
subcommittee 

The hearing was held to 
assess the impact of Presi 
dent Clinton's proposals on 
US agneulture 

Although Farm Bureau is 
strongly committed tw deficit 
reduction and economic 
growth, Laurie said, the or- 
yanization has “serious con 
cerms about the adverse eco- 
nomic impact that the pro- 
fos will have on US farm 
families ” 

A primary concern is that 
the energy tax will severely 
hurt farmers and ranchers, 
Laune said, because agncul- 
tural production is an en- 
ergy -intensive industry 

“This tax would impose 
added costs on individual 
producers who cannot pass 
those cuts on,” he said “In- 
creases in transportation and 
processing costs will simply 
make our products less com- 
petitive in world markets ” 

Farm Bureau projectsthat 
farmers would incur S[ bil- 
honin additional production 
costa due to the energy tax, 
Laune told panel members 
In addition farm pnces would 
decline, since farmers receive 
the market price established 
in commodity markets mi- 
nus the transportation and 


handling costs costa that 
would be higher because of 
the energy tax 
The proposed $1 increase 
mm the inland waterway fuel 
taxals: wouldincr-ase trans 
portation coats fur Midwest 
erm grain and s'ybeans by at 
least 8 cents per bushel. 
“thereby diecouraging use of 
one of the mast energy effi 
cient modes of transporta 
tion available.” he said 
Laune, a member of the 
AFBF board, noted that the 
proposed agriculture cuts 
come atatime when the U.S 
13 attempting to negotiate a 
world trade agreement that 
would boost U 5. exports and 
“combat the trade distortions 
created by export subsidies, 
import barmers and trade- 
distorting internal supports ” 
Laune stressed that the 
propused farm spending cuts 
are unfair “Agriculture has 
been wuling to do its share to 
reduce the deficit. and we 
will continue to do our part, 
but the cuts that have been 
impvsed are clearly dispro- 
portionate.” The cuts sched- 
uled to take effect in fiscal 
1996, 1997 and 1998 are 
about 25 percent per year in 
commodity programs, while 
over-all spending cuts are 
closer to 6 percent 
Regarding Clinton 'suther 
specific farm proposals. 
Laune said. the $100,000 off- 
farm income test would re- 
duce the effectiveness of U.S 
farm programs, be difficult 
to enforce and would disrupt 
farm leasing and financing 
arrangements, that increas- 
ing flex acreage and elimi- 
nating the 0/2 and Ky92 
options would force farmers 
vut of the program, increase 
production and reduce con 
yerwation practices; and that 
the proposal to generate $76 
million in additional grazing 
fee revenue would severely 
hurt the rural economy in

Senate Adopts 


Budget Resolution 


After lengthy debate, the 
Senate last week adopted, 
54-45, a $1.5 trillion spend- 
ing plan for the fiscal 1994 
As passed. the budget reso- 
lution would cut the deficit 
by $502 billion over five years 
with a vanety of spending 
cuts and tax increases. 

The measure now goes to 
conference committee, where 
differences with the previ- 
ously passed House plan will 
be worked out. 

During the debate, nearly 
four dozen roll call votes on 
variuus amendments were 
taken. Included was a Farm 
Bureau-supported non-bind- 
ing amendment to exempt 
off-road use of motor fuel from 
President Clinton’s propused 
BTU tax, offered by Sen 
Conrad Burns (R-Mont ). It 
was defeated, 54-44, even 
though senators had earlier 
passed, 96-3, a non-binding 
resolution stating that the 
BTU tax is unfair to agncul 
ture 

While Treasury Secretary 
Lloyd Bentsen last week an- 
nounced that the Clinton 
administration would ex- 
empt ethanol, methanol and 
gasoline additives from a 
prupused energy tax, the Sen- 
ate reyected that exemption 
Dumng debate on the budget 
resulution, the Senate voted 
48-52 to defeat a non-bind 
ing amendment that would 
have excluded fuels such as 
ethanol from the tax 

The Senate also passed a 
non-binding resolution, 73 
24, urging Congress to pro- 
vide the president with line-

Clean Water Act 
Hearings Set 


Aaenesof six hearingson 
the reauthorization of the 
Clean Water Act ie sched- 
uled to begin thie week inthe 
House Public Works Subcom- 
mittee on Water Resources 

Enacted in 1972, the Clean 
Water Act 1s the nation’s pn- 
mary water pollution preven- 
tion statute It has been 
reauthorized and expanded 
by Congress several times, 
moet recently in 1987, and 
will be one of the moet sig- 
nificant issues facing agri- 
culture in the 103rd Con- 
gress 

Reauthorization efforts 
are under way in both the 
House and in the Senate, 
where Sen. Max Baucus (D- 
Mont.) saidhe plans to intro- 
duce reauthorization legis- 
lation in early May. Baucus 
is chairman of the Senate 
Environment and Public 
Works Committee. 

The major issues in the 
debate will involve wetlands 
protection, non-point source 
pollution, specifically farm- 
land runoff, and funding. 

“These issues wil] directly 
impact the way farmers and 
ranchers operate and could 
affect private property 
rights,” according to Mark 
Maslyn, an Amencan Farm 
Bureau Federation govern- 
mental reletions director 

A key part of reauthori- 
zation efforts will be Farm 
Bureau-supported legisla- 
tion (H.R 1330) that would 
replace Section 404 with a 
new wetlands program 

Farm Bureau is seeking 
the following principles in 
the Clean Water Act: 

* States should have the 
responsibility for determin-

Women Urge Congress To 
Retain Estate Tax Exemption 


A group of women’s agri- 
cultural organizations, in- 
cluding the Amencan Farm 
Bureau Women’s Commit- 
tee, met recently with law- 
makers in Washington and 
urged them to oppose any 
reduction in the unified es- 
tate and gift tax credit. 

“Farmers and ranchers 
fought long and hard to gain 
the current exemption and 
its reduction would cause 
hardship to individual fami- 
lies and devastation to rural 
America,” according toLinda 
Reinhardt of Erie, Kans., 
AFB Women’s Committee 
chairman, who represented 
Farm Bureau at the meet- 
ing. 

The current $600,000 in 
assets that may be passed to 
heirs without being taxed is 
essential to passing on the 
family farm or smal] busi- 
ness, Reinhardt added. 

The estate tax is seen by 
some as a possible revenue 
source, and a provision to 
lower the exemption was in- 
cluded as part of a health 
care bill in the last Congress. 

Twomeasures expressing 
opposition to changes in the 
state tax exemptione have 
been introduced in Congress- 
-H.Con.Res. 6, by Rep. Jim 
Ramstad (R-Minn.) and 
S.Res. 64, by Sen. Richard 
Lugar (R-Ind.). A bill by Sen. 
Dave Durenberger (R-Minn.) 
would raiee the estate tax 
exemption from $600,000 to

Symptoms and Treat- 
ment: Humans

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According to the Amen- 
can Lyme Disease Founda- 
tion, the most important 
early symptom of the dis- 
ease in humans is the de- 
velopment of a rash 
(erythema migrans) which 
occurs in from 60 to 80 per- 
cent of all cases. This rash 
usually appears between 
two and 28 days after the 
bite. It is significant to note 
that many Lyme victims do 
noteven recall being bitten, 
probably because the lar- 
vae and nymph stages of 
the tick are so tiny. 

The rash or lesion usu- 
ally is reddish in color and 
may appear as an expand- 
ing blotch with varying in- 
tensities ofired, or a central 
spot which is surrounded 
by clear skin and then again 
the red rash or “bullseye.” 
Rashes which appear within 
the first week usually are 
about 2% inches across; 
those appearing later (from 
two to four weeks) may be 
six to eight inches across or 
even larger. 

More than one rash may 
appear, and they do not al- 
waysoccur at the spot of the 
tick bite, the ALDF says. 
Patients who have only one 
rash are less likely to de- 
velop other symptoms. But 
more than 80% of those who 
develop multiple rashes and 
gountreated develop symp- 
toms which include swollen 
lymph nodes, fever, head- 
ache, fatigue, migratory 
pain in joints, back, bones, 
muscles, and the neck. 
Other symptoms of Lyme 
disease which may appear 
at later stages include Bell’s 
palsy, motor or sensory 
problems, meningitis, en- 
cephalitis, various heart 
problems, conjunctivitis 
and keratitis of the eye, and 
swollen joints, most com- 
monly the knee. 

The most important 
thing someone bitten by a 
tick can do is to remove it 
immediately, since it may 
take from 24 to 36 hours for 
a tick to transmit the infec- 
tion. To remove a tick, use 
fine-tipped tweezers, grasp 
it as close to the skin as 
possible and pull it straight 
out. While the mouth parts 
of an adult tick may some- 
times remain in the skin, 
this will not cause Lyme 
disease, the ALDF says.

Home remedies such as 
Vaeeline, matches, alcohol, 
and fingernail polish donot 
aid in removing ticks, and 
should not be used, accord- 
ing to the Foundation 

Ticks are easily drowned 
and can be disposed of by 
dropping intoa can ofwater 
of flushing down a toilet. 
Because ticks feed only once 
in each stage of their lives, 
atick that is filled with blood 
and removed from an ani- 
mal or human does not pose 
a threat as far as biting an- 
other, However, it should 
be killed to break the breed- 
ing cycle. 

If a person suspects he 
or she was bitten by a deer 
tick or is unsure whether 
the tick isa deer or dog tick, 
the tick should be saved in 
alcohol for further analysis 
should symptomsof the dis- 
ease develop. Afterremoval 
of the tick, an antiseptic 
such as alcohol or an antibi- 
otic ointment should be ap- 
plied to the bite area. 

If a rash or large red 
spot or other symptoms ap- 
pear, a physician should be 
consulted immediately. 
Most cases of early Lyme 
disease in humans respond 
to treatment with two to 
four weeks of oral antibiot- 
ics. Later problems are more 
difficult to treat, the ALDF 
reports. According to Foun- 
dation Director David Weld, 
a vaccine for humans 1s 
under development, but it 
may be five years or more 
before one actually is avail- 
able. 

Symptoms And Treat- 
ment: Horses 


According to Dr. John E. 
Madigan of the University 
of California’s Equine Re- 
search Laboratory, a horse 
with Lyme disease usually 
will show an unexplained 
reluctance tomove, asif sore 
all over. It also may evi- 
dence atransitory lameness 
that cannot be ascribed to 
any specific cause. In some 
horses, joint swelling may 
also be apparent. 

There have been reports 
of serious secondary com- 
plications, including ner- 
vous system problems, en- 
cephalitis, and in one case, 
Moon blindness, in horses 
untreated or not treated 
soon enough for Lyme dis- 
ease. Arthritis associated 
with the disease can lead to 
permanent joint damage. 

Antibiotics are effective, 
if used early enough in the 
infection. When horses are 
treated with antibiotics, the 
lameness or joint disorders 
appear to subside and the 
horee may return to a nor- 
mal condition, usually after 
one or two weeks, Dr. 
Madigan indicates. 

Not all tick bites, even if 
they cause a reaction in the 
horse, lead to Lyme disease 
Ticks are involved in anum- 
ber of maladies, some of 
which have the same begin- 
ning symptoms as Lyme. In 
addition, ticks carry a neu- 
rotoxin or poison that they 
spit as they burrow, andif it 
is picked up by the blood 
stream, it can affect the 
nervous system. 

Swelling at the site of a 
tick bite 1s common, and by 
itself isnot anything to sorry 
about. However, if a horse 
has been in an area known 
to harbor the deer tick and 
shows symptoms consistent 
with Lyme disease, a vet- 
erinarian should be con- 
sulted immediately, and 
antibiotic therapy probably 
will be initiated. 

There are blood tests 
that will show whether or 
not the horse has been ex- 
posed to the bacteria. How- 
ever, conclusive results may 
not show for several weeks, 





























when therapy should al- 
ready have begun. Although 
a vaccine has been devel- 
oped for dogs, there cur- 
rently is no vaccine on the 
market for horses. 

How It Is Spread 

Lyme disease is more 
common on the east coast 
than in other areas. The 
disease itself is caused by a 
spirochete bacteria called 
Borrelia burgdorfen. A sci- 
entist named Willy 
Burgdorfer in 1982 identi- 
fied it as the cause of a 1975 
epidemic of juvenile inflam- 
matory arthritis in 39 chil- 
dren and 12 adults in the 
area around Lyme, Con- 
necticut, in 1975. The bac 
tenum was named after the 
scientist; the disease after 
the area 

The ticks that spread the 
disease belong to the Ixudes 
family. In the east, the 
Ixodes dammini thick are 
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Defenses Against Lyme Disease 


1. Be vigilant. Examine your- 
self and your horse frequently. Re- 
move ticks immediately. 

2. Contact your physician or 
veterinarian if symptoms of Lyme's 
disease are noted, even if no tick bite 


has been identified. 


3. Clear andcut brush and tall 
grass around houses and edges of 
gardens. Consider the use of chemi- 
cal insecticides where feasible. Spring 
and fall applications will help elimi- 
nate both nymphs and adults. 

4. When walking out in grass 
or brush, wear long pants, a long 
sleeved shirt, a hat, socks, and closed 


shoes. 


5. Spray clothing with a com- 


the principle vector. On the 
west coast, it is the Ixodes 
pactficus, the western black- 
legged tick. A third cousin, 
the Ixodes scapularis tick, 
living in the areas between 
the Atlantic Coast to Okla 
homa and Texas, may also 
be a vector. 

The Ixodes ticks are re- 
ferred to as “deer ticks” be- 
cause in the adult stage they 
live on deer. According to 
ALDF’s Weld, however, deer 
themselves do not appear to 
carry the disease nor is 
there evidence that they 
suffer from it. Deer ticks 
become infected with the 
bacteria when they are in 
the larvae and nymph 
stages, by feeding on in- 
fected white footed mice and 
other small mammals. 

There is absolutely no 
evidence, Weld says, that 
ticks can get the bacteria 
from an infected larger ani- 
mal orhuman and then pass 
it to another. 

Contrary to some pub- 
lished reports, Weld adds, 
there also is no evidence

“You also 
can't get it from deer or eat- 
ing venison, and you can’t 
get it from mosquitoes, flies, 
horseflies, or deerflies,” he 
says, in answer to some of 
thecommon misconceptions 
about Lyme disease. 
Unfortunately for those 
on the east coast, a rela- 
tively high percentage of 
deer ticks carry the bacte- 
ria, A much lower percent- 
age appear to harbor it on 
the west coast. Other bad 
news is that deer ticks may

Good news, however, is 
the fact that some horses 
apparently do develop natu- 
ral defenses or antibodies 
against the disease, with- 
out experiencing debilitat- 
ing symptoms.

size of an engorged dog tick 
In this stage, it is virtually 
indistinguishable from a 
dog tick. Adultticks are rela- 
tively easy to see and re- 
move because of their size 

Moet ofithe cases of Lyme 
disease, however, are 
caused by nymph stage deer 
ticks. About the size of poppy 
seeds, they are dark in color 
and hard to spot on dark 
clothing or skin. They are 
most abundant in May, 
June, and July. Difficult to 
see, they can attach and feed 
on a host’s blood for several 
days without being noticed 

Research indicates the 
tick must remain attacl:ed 
tothe host for about 24 hours 
before the bacteria will be 
transmitted. Therefore, 
regular daily checks and 
removal of attached deer 
ticks are excellent preven 
tive measures. It also helps 
to cover exposed skin with 
clothing and to use pesti- 
cides.

Soil Test - Don't Guess

content and pH level With the total inveatment you have in 
seed, plants and labor, the cost of soil teating is a bargain. 
Pulling a good representative sample is extremely impor- 
tant. Pull cores of the top 6 inches of soil from various 
locations throughout the garden area. Mix the aoil thor 
oughly in a bucket. Take approximately a pint of aoil, place 
on a newspaper and let it air dry. Bnng the sample to our 
office.

Hardening-Off Transplants 

Many of you have already started your vegetables and 
flower seeds indoors With the thought of spring, we have a 
tendency to start growing our seeds too soon, resulting in 
long, spindly, weak plants. Hardening-off outdoors when 
temperatures are above freezing may help the above situa- 
tion. On relatively warm days, move the plants into bighter 
sunshine. Remember the soil will dry out much faster 
outdoors. Of course, it would be advisable to move the plants 
indoors each night. 

Spring Spinach 

Spinach should be planted as soon as the soil can be prepared 
However, don't make the mistake of tilling the soil when it is wet 
You will end up with hard clods of soil. Spinach responds well to 
high fertility A soil test 1s the most accurate method of determin- 
ing plant nea :», however, a rule-of thumb recommendation would 
be w apply 20-30 Ibs. of 10-6-4 per 1,000 sp. ft. Mix the fertilizer 
into the top 3 inches of soil. Several growers are now using the 
variety called “Melody.” In my opinion, it 1s a much better spinach

Returns Remain To Be Filed 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldatein 
said hia office ia expecting 
one million state income tax 
returns to be filed -- or an 
average of 9,000 returns per 
business hour -- during the 
two weeks remaining in the 
‘filing season, out of an ex- 
pected total of 2.2 million. 
“The deadline rush is 
starting to mount. Keep in 
mind that the best way to 
receive your state income 
tax return check as quickly 
as possible is to file a com- 
plete and correct Maryland 
return,” Goldstein said, not- 
ing that his office has also 
mailed out more than 
633,000 refund checks. The 
average check amount is 
$369. About 70% of Mary- 
land taxpayers receive re- 
funds. Taxpayers who 
choose to file electronically 
through a professional tax 
,preparer who participates 
in the Maryland electronic 
filing program can expect 
their refund checks to be 
mailed about three days af- 
ter the state acknowledges 
-receiving an error-free re- 
‘turn. 
The comptroller offered 
the following tips taxpay- 
-eracan use to avoid making 
‘errors while they're still 
working on their returns: 
Don't Rush. It's easy to 
make a mistake when you're 
in a hurry. Set the return 
aside fora time, then double 
check all entries and calcu- 
lations. 
Watch Local Tax. In- 
correctly, figuring the local 
‘income tax continues to be 
the leading error statewide. 
Local tax errors have been 
spotted on 16,000 state re- 
turns so far. That’s over 2% 
of the returns processed -- 
twice the normal average 
for errors. Be sure to enter 
the correct rate for your lo- 
cal income tax. If you live in 
Allegany, Baltimore or 
Montgomery County, your 
rate is 55%. If you live in 
Prince George's or Talbot 
County, your rate is 60%. 
! The rate for all other 
* counties and Baltimore City 

is 50%, except Worcester 
, County which has a 20% rate. 
‘The Maryland tax booklet 
: features charts on pages 8 
, and 9 to help you figure the 


correct local income tax for 
where you live. 

Watch Standard De- 
duction. Standard deduc- 
tion errors rank second, ap- 
pearing on nearly 10,000 re- 
turns discovered so far. If 
you're claiming the stan- 
dard deduction, use the cor- 
rect worksheet on page 7 of 
the state tax booklet for your 
filing status and determine 
if you qualify for the mini- 
mum or maximum amounts, 
according to your income. 


Use Label. Use the ad 
dress label that came with 
your state tax booklet. It 
will speed up your refund 
check by one week. The only 
time the label should not be 
used is if it’s incorrect. 


Note To Itemizers. If 
you're itemizing deductions, 
remember to attach a copy 
of your federal Schedule A 
to your Maryland return. 

Don’t Forget Check 
Or Money Order. Attach 
a check or money order for 
any additional state tax due. 


Please Sign. Sign and 
return. Both spouses must 
sign a joint return. If some- 
one else prepared it for you, 
have them sign also - it’s for 
your protection. 


Help Is Available. All 
Maryland income tax offices 
offer free help to taxpayers 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Mon- 
day through Friday. All of- 
fices will also be open Sat- 
urday, April 3, and Satur- 
day, April 10, from 9 a.m. to 
1 p.m. The offices will offer 
telephone assistance from 
5-7 p.m., Monday, April 5, 
and Monday, April 12. In 
addition, the offices will be 
open Good Friday, April 9, 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. for full 
taxpayer assistance. On 
deadline day, Thursday, 
April 15, all Maryland in- 
come tax offices will be open 
from 8 a.m. to 7 p.m.
